SCHOOLS OPENED AT LAST 

Health Department Physicians Inspect Over 
6000 Pupils 


The public schools opened on Mon- 
day with about 82% of the expected 
enrolment present. The school and 
health authorities had made elabor- 
ate preparations to receive and in- 
spect the children, fifteen physicians 
and many school nurses being present 
Monday morning and made a rapid 
physical inspection of each child and 
which wau followed thruout the week 
by a more thoro individual examina- 
tion. Two cases of diphtheria were 
found by the preliminary inspection 
and these children were not allowed 
to attend school. 


The enrolment figures show that 
6170 children reported this week as 
compared with 7500 at the opening of 
school a year ago, or 82.3 per cent. 
Of this number 4464 were in the grades 
as compared with 5584 a year ago, or 
79%. It is expected that 1394 children 
will be enrol ed later making the to- 
tal school attendance 7664. 

The High School attendance stands 
up better than that in the grades, the 
figure being 1705 with an expected ad- 
dition of 352, or 89% enroled. The 
distribution of attendance follows, 
Classical, 824; Technical, 544; Voca- 
tional, 337.

This is very bad taste, I am 
told that "Billy” has a habit of doing 
this occasionally, I hope that this is 
not true for many reasons, the prin- 
ciple one of which, is, that I hear he 
lately made a “Sneering” reference to 
"Christian Science,” Now if that is 
true, I am sincerely sorry, not for 
“Christian Science,” but for “Billy,” 
because when a man in his position, 
meddles with what he does not under- 
stand, he is apt to make himself look 
foolish and detract from his otherwise 
usefulness. 

I should ask no further proof of any 
man’s ignorance of “Christian Sci- 
ence” than the fact, that he had 
"Sneered” at it. 

Being “A Christian Scientist” my- 
self now, it is needless to say, that I 
do not agree with some of “Billy’s” 
methods. At the same time, I hope it 
is also needless to say, that I shall 
not “Sneer” at them! If, after his 
forthcoming “Mission” to Boston, he 
leaves it in a better condition Spiritu- 
ally than he found it I heartily wish 
him “God-Speed” for God knows there 
is plenty of room for it! 

I will add this, however, that if, 
whilst he is in the City, he can find 
time to go as far as the corner of Fal- 


mouth and St. Paul Streets, and look 
at that magnificent pile of masonry 
with its massive dome pointing heav- 
enward, and like the faith that in- 
spired its erection, towering head and 
shoulders above everything else, not 
only a land mark and an ornament to 
the city, but a standing rebuke for all 
time to the calumniators of a noble

It is a great thing for any city to 
have within her limits so beautiful a 
structure as this. It is a good thing, 
however, to have it abroad in this 
community of ours. After all. it is 
the spirit within the building which 
makes or unmakes a church. I’ve 
been thinking as I sat here tonight of 
those who joined the church trium- 
phant and who helped to make this 
church what she is. Some of them 
gave freely of their money for this 
building. I was wishing that they 
could be here tonight to join these 
services, perhaps they are. who 
knows? They have labored and we 
have entered into their heritage and 
to it we ought to be true. The church 
is God’s power house, it is a place 
for rejoicing. No wonder then that 
an architecture and structure like 
this which means a larger opportun- 
ity and better facilities for work, is 
a cause for rejoicing throughout the 
community. We meet tonight not as 
Baptists. Christian Scientists, Congre- 
gationalists, Catholics. Methodists or 
Universalists, but we meet as we 
ought to meet, simply as God’s chil- 
dren and deeply sympathetic with the 
problems of the age. and want to ad- 
just ourselves to the time in which 
we live. May I speak to the young 
fellows here tonight, those of you who 
have been busy making money or en- 
joying yourself and putting off until 
later, doing any active work in the 
church, don’t put it off any longer. 
I believe this church would render a 
great service to the city if she would 
make her members, memorize a part 
of the Bible and any number of 
hymns, which our fathers and moth- 
ers had to do in their day and some- 
thing we are very deficient in today. 
All Government is God’s Government 
and it is our duty to build a city for 
God and with God. Our churches are 
God’s churches if we make our 
churches and our city all that she 
ought to be and do our duty as God’s 
ambassadors. 

The Book of Apostles was never 
finished, it is being written today and 
there is still a place in the chapter of 
Hebrew for your name and mine. 

Rev. Edward M. Noyes said: — 

It is a great pleasure to bring to 
you the congratulations not only of 
the Mother Church, but of all the 
churches in Newton Centre. You have 
been more economical in the use of 
buildings than Tve have. Our first 
building was built in 1660, although 
the church was not organized until 
1664. We are now working in our 
sixth building, dedicated in 1904. It 
has taken us forty years or more to 
wear out a church, while you have 
been able to use buildings for fifty- 
one years. It has taken us twenty-

Dr. Ath- 
earn is Secretary of the Council of 
the Religious Educational Association 
of America, is Educational Superin- 
tendent for the International Sunday 
School Association, beside being the 
author of several books on education- 
al subjects, among them “The Church 
School.” an able study of the subject 
of Religious Education. The consid- 
eration for Sunday evening, in view 
of the opening of the schools, is a 


very timely one. and the speaker’s 
wide experience should make the 
evening most profitable. The Forum 
should he a reasonable appeal to the 
best public spirit of our community. 
The speakers who come are distin- 
guished in their particular field, and 
the subjects are quite invariably vital 
and worth while. The general sup- 
port of the community is earnestly 
solicited to make the current season 
the most successful in the history of 
the institution. The speakers for the 
remaining part of the fall season in- 
clude men of such note as Dean Shail- 
er Mathews. Dr. S. S. Marquis, Head 
of the Welfare Work of the Ford Mo- 
tor Company; ahd Mr. Ivy Lee, form- 
erly Assistant General Manager of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad. 


CHILDREN’S MUSEUM NOTES 


The school year of the Museum is 
to be opened by the exhibition of Mr. 
J. H. Emerton’s collection of spiders, 
with models and drawings of their 
webs and large colored charts of the 
species common in this vicinity. This 
exhibit and the descriptive talks 
which Mr. Emerton will give on Tues- 
days and Thursdays from October 10 
to October 22 are semi-annual events 
in the Museum and this season the 
study of spiders has received a special 
impetus from the finding of a species 
new to this vicinity in the ivy outside 
the office window. It is commonly 
known as the “European Garden Spi- 
der," its official title being Eperia dia- 
demata. It has been found in New- 
port, R. I., but has not been discov- 
ered elsewhere in New England al- 
though many speciments have been 
seen at the Museum. Several of these 
spiders are now under observation in 
order that their life history may be 
watched by the young naturalists who 
are so interested in surveys of all the 
outdoor life in Olmstead Park. 

On Thursday. October 12, Mr. Emer- 
ton. will be at the Museum frem two 
until five o’clock and give demonstra- 
tions to all visitors who are intrested 
in looking over his collection. At half 
past two he will give a popular lec- 
ture illustrated by colored pictures of 
the spiders 

Fruits are at present occupying a 
prominent place on the flower table, 
one of the most showy exhibits being 
several heavy clusters of mountain 
ash berries. They were brought to 
the Museum from the highest point 
in this state — the summit of Mt. Grey- 
lock. On the slopes of the mountain 
both the fringed and the stiff gentian 
were found and these have been shown 
during the past week. Twenty-two 
species of asters and fourteen golden- 
rods is the record for the special dis- 
play, while other composites have been 
shown in large numbers.

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five and a half years to wear out a 
minister, while you have worn out a 
minister in nineteen years. You have 
been harder on ministers than we 
have. 

They say there are three things a 
minister cannot do and hope to re 
main in his parish. One is to build 
himself a home, second to marry a 
wife, and third, to build a meeting 
house. 

I congratulate you on this beautiful 
building. By making these new build- 
ings we are making the plain meet- 
ing house of our father a thing of the 
past. I congratulate you also on the 
increased facilities of this new build- 
ing, which of course will give you 
new responsibilities, for much will be 
required of you. We always expected 
things of the 2nd Church nnd now 
re will expect more. You love this 
hurch now because of its beauty and 
harm, but you will love it more later 
n with its memories nnd associations 
.nd for many other things — you will 
love it, for you will bring here your 
Joys, sorrows and fears. All these 
will make it more sacred. 

Rev. William Greenough Thayer 
said : — 

I am very proud to he here tonight 
to represent my ancestor, my great 
grandfather, who was once pastor of 
this church. I am very proud to have 
been named for him and to hand his 
name down to my oldest son who at- 
tended your dedication service this 
mornihg. 

William Greenough did the three 
things a minister shouldn’t do if he 
wishes to retain his parish. For 
while a minister of this church he 
married, built practically a new 
church, nnd did the other thing Rev. 
Noyes said a minister shouldn’t do 
and retain his parish, and yet he lived 
here as pastor for fifty years. He 
married the daughter of a parson of 
the neighboring town of Natick and 
Harriet Beecher Stowe in her book, 
Old Town, referred to William Green- 
ough’s father-in-law and used him as 
a character and Old Town was Na- 
tick. 

At a meeting in Andover, I was tell- 
ing how Pastor Greenough picked mv 
father out as a little fellow for a 
l inlster and when he grew up he saw 
that he was put through college, and 
he never would have been a minister 
had it not been for Pastor Greenough 
nnd another minister said, “Why. isn’t 
it strange, but I never would have 
been a minister had it not been for 
Pas'or Greenough." And another 
minister said, “He did the same thing 
for my father.” And Rev. Park said, 
‘‘lie did the same thing for my father." 

I have a copy of his will here in 
my pocket written in his own hand- 
writing. Pastor Greenough was not 
like most of us pastors. He had a j 
little more money than he needed to 
support his family so when he died 
be had a little money to leave to his ! 
L-drs and something to the church he 
loved. 1 have a heritage which can- 
not be taken from me and that is his 
name.

If that spirit of William Greenough 
should come down and present itself. 
I think you would be stir prised if he 
came here to night. I have seen n 
picture of the old meeting house at 
the time he was pastor and I fear if 
he came here he would think some- 
thing was out of place, nnd on the 
other hand you -would think something 
was out of place. He would probably 
have on knee breeches made of satin, 
silk stockings nnd large silver buck- 
les. nnd with his powdered wig he 
would present a strange figure to our 
view. 1 am sure he would welcome 
with heart and soul all the progress 
and advances nnd hope of the new 
day, and that he would rejoice in the 
glory of this noble house. 

Rev. J. C. Jaynes said: — 

I am laboring under a heavy prob- 
lem tonight, and I take this oppor- 
tunity to let it out at your feet. It 
is the burden of congratulation and 
good wishes which my people want 
me to bring to you. Some of you are 
not so young that you cannot remem- 
ber the time when a visit from a so- 
called liberal quarter would have 
caused an earthquake. It is fortu- 
nate that we here tonight do not have 
any such feelings. Some of you meet 
at social gatherings and others go in 
on the same train every morning and 
some of you have not separated only 
on Sunday morning at eleven o’clock, 
each group going to opposite sides of 
the street to worship God. 'We must 
remember that whatever short of our 
ideals we have fallen we must leave 
something for our children to do. This 
fact remains that these two churches 
for over fifty years have faced each 
other and as far as I know have not 
made faces at each other. Looks of 
encouragement, pleasant words nnd 
hand clasp have always passed be- 
tween us and that is the reason we 
keep friends. Remember that what 
you have done and may do belongs to 
us as well as you, because it belongs 
to the community and we therefore 
congratulate you upon this splendid 
token of devotion and realizations of 
your hopes and dreams. Yes, we go 
deeper than congratulations, we thank 
you for putting within the city limits 
one of the most beautiful church 
spires in the community. Now as a 
venerable collegian, as your minister 
once called me. although he may have . 
forgotten it. may I venture to say that 
a great temptation is before you. A 
pastor with a new church is like a 
man with a new suit of clothes, during 
the day he is tempted away from the 
duties of business to the more poetic 
duty of self admiration; he will be 
tempted and he will yield to tempta- 
tion. When my new church was com- 
pleted, we were found to yield to temp- 
tation and to admire the beauty of the 
church, but after a while we settled 
down to work once more. As a mat- 
ter of course you as a people are bet- 
ter than our people, but nevertheless 
I think you will pass through a simi- 
lar experience. Anyway I hope so 
just to prove that we over there have 
not been too sinfully proud. But as 
time goes on you will forget the love- 
liness of the structure in the deeper 
things of your life and work. Then 
my friends this church will not be 
just a beautiful church, but will be 
transformed into something more, — a 
house of beautiful spirit and mem- 
ories. 

Rev. Harry Beale said: — 

The other day I saw the oldest meet- 
ing house in Hingham, the oldest place 
of worship still in use in this country. 
Tonight I see the newest church in 
the world. What is the difference? 
Not in style of architecture, four 
square columns compared with this 
magnificent structure, but the differ- 
ence between the old and the new is 
this that for good or for evil the old

REPUBLICAN THRIFT IS 
SQUANDEREDBY WILSON 

Built Panama Canal Out of Cur- 
rent Revenues, Patriotically 
Hoarding Bonds in Treasury 
Which Democrats Filch 
to Hide a Deficit. 


CARNIVAL OF DEBAUCHERY 
IN PUBLIC EXPENDITURE 


Senator Penrose Believes the Looted 
Condition of the Treasury Will 
Necessitate the Withholding of 
Contracts for Battleships and De- 
lay the Whole Scheme of Prepared- 
ness — Nation'^ Money Frittered 
Away to Finance Hare-Brained and 
III Advised Projects. 

Willinm It. Wlllcox, Chairman of 
the Republican National Committee, 
hns received from Senator Penrose a 
brief but positive summing up of the 
extrnvugnncos of the Wilson Adminis- 
tration during the session of Congress 
Just about to close. The Senutor 
says : 

"When the country realize* what 
this Congress hns done In the way of 
appropriations It will be dumfounded. 
Already, It has been shown that over 
a billion, seven or eight hundred mil- 
lion dollars have been appropriated — 
more money than was ever appropri- 
ated in any one year in the history 
of the American government. The to- 
tal will reuch nearly two billion dol- 
lars before the end of this carnival 
of debauchery In public expenditures 
is reuehed, because no aocount has 
been tuken of the twenty-five millions 
for the Danish islands, the thirty mil- 
lions which the government will prob- 
ably have to refund us a result of 
the five per cent rebate allowed on 
importations brought across the seas 
in American bottoms, and other mat- 
ters which are likely to come up. 

"It Is only too evident that this bill 
which Is expected to bring In some 
two hundred million dollurs will ab- 
solutely fall to meet even the require- 
ments for the Ill-advised and certainly 
not urgent projects authorized by the 
present Congress. 

"It Is now claimed that these pro- 
jects are to be financed by the issu- 
ance of Panama Canal bonds. The 
American people will regard such a 
proceeding as a very queer one be- 
cause the Issuing of bonds by the 
Cleveland Administration largely help- 
ed to bring about the downfall of the 
Democratic party In 1890. A bond 
issue lias ever since been viewed with 
abhorrence by the Democracy; now, 
we find the party leaders compelled, 
by reason of their extravugance and 
Inefficiency, to resort to it. 

"To defray the expenses of a nitrate 
plant and of a shipping board nnd 
many other needless projects by the 
Issuing of Panama bonds will be in 
the lust analysis equivalent to paying 
for them by bond Issues. These bonds 
are lying In the treasury uuissued us 
the result of the thrift nnd economy 
and wise administration of the Repub- 
lican party. 

"Only about $130,000,000 of bonds 
were put out In the construction of the 
Punamu Canal. The bulance of the 
cost of that stupendous undertaking 
was puld out of current revenues ; 
nnd now, to advance the novel doc- 
trine that these bondS which repre- 
sent the thrift of preceding years 
shall be Issued for these questionable 
projects Is, to my mind, preposterous. 
In fact, It was expressly provided In 
the Spooner Act that Panama Cunul 
bonds should not be issued for uny 
other purpose than that of the con- 
struction of the Canal, and the In- 
genious theory thut they can be is- 
sued now to repay tlw treasury and 
that then the money cun l>e squan- 
dered by the party In power to finance 
doubtful projects uud to make good a 
deficit will not alter the fact that 
such a deficit exists. 

“No umount of reasoning on the 
part of the Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Flounce will alter the fuet 
that outside of preparedness there has 
been at least $200,000,900 of wusteful 
appropriations and expenditures by 
the present Congress. Thut couditlou 
of the teeusury will absolutely neces- 
sitate the withholding of contracts 
for battleships and delay the whole 
scheme of preparedness. 

"The figures of the Secretary of 
the Treasury may be Juggled us they 
may, but when the Secretary is up 
against the brute fuet of not huvlng 
money to pay for these projects he 
will then find thut figures will not 
make a surplus in the treasury." 


SACRIFICED COUNTRY’S 

HONOR AND INTEREST

M’KWLEn WAR COST LESS 

BLOODSHED THAN WILSON'S PEACE 

By Theodore Roosevelt. 

Under President McKinley we 
had a war with Spain. Under 
President Wilson we are assured 
that we have hud "pence" with 
Mexico. These are the words. 
Now for the deeds. During the 
war with Spain fewer Americans 
were killed by the Hpunlurds 
than have been killed by Mexi- 
cans during the present "pence" 
with Mexico. Let me repeat 
this. A greater number of Amer- 
icans huve been killed by 
Mexicans during these years, 
when we are officially informed 
that we huve been at peace with 
them, than were killed by the 
Spaniards during our entire war 
with Spuin. Moreover when the 
war with Spain was through. It 
was through. But peace still con- 
tinues to rage as furiously as 
ever in Mexico. Nor Is this 
all. The instant effect of the 
outcome of the wur with Spain 
was to put a stop to the dread- 
ful butchery and starvation in 
(Juba and the Philippines, and 
the entry of both Cuba nnd the 
l’hftipplnes on u career of eight- 
een years of peace and pros- 
perity such us they had never 
known before in uil their check- 
ered history. But during these 
three years of Mr. Wilson’s 
"peuce,” tlie Mexicans them- 
selves have been butchered by 
their own bandits steadily and 
witiiout Intermission ; and Mexi- 
can women and children huve 
died by thousands — probably by 
scores of thousands — of starva- 
tion, and of the diseases incident 
to starvation. Iu other words, 
Mr. McKinley’s war cost less 
peace; and it reflected high hon- 
or on the American people; 
whereas Mr. Wilson’s peace 
hns been one of i^mme and dis- 
honor for the American people, 
uud one of ruin and bloodshed 
for the Mexlcnns. 


A PICTURE OF HUGHES. 

The New York World, which once 
was outspoken in its admiration for 
Mr. Hughes, now declares that the 
people do not know where Hughes 
stands, or what he stauds for. This 
Wilson organ had no such criticism 
to make when Mr. Hughes was gov- 
ernor. The World said ou May 17, 
1910: "lie dictated no nominations, 
controlled no convention, trallicked iu 
no patronage, made no bargains with 
oflkcholders. He bus rewarded no- 
body for supporting him and punished 
nobody for opposing him. What in- 
fluence he has wielded over public 
opinion has come through his appeals 
to the voters themselves." Thut is 
the estimate of Mr. Hughes given by 
the World six years ago. It is a 
pretty fair lettes of recommendation.

Hardly, for the 
president has done all of the things 
from which the World absolved 
Hughes. — Kansas City Journal.

so that gives children the opportun- 
ity not only of having four years of 
high school work but uIbo two years 
of college work and the opportunity 
to remain at home. If there is ever 
a time when a child needs the influ- 
ence of father, mother and church 
that time is during the period imme- 
diately following the graduation from 
High School. So the colleges want to 
put the first two years of college work 
in the High School. We do not ex- 
pect this movement to spread very 
rapidly nt first. It makes it more 
promising by the fact that adding 
these two years will not ndd materi- 
ally to the cost of the upkeep of the 
High School. In nine years 256 cities 
have adopted this plan and that means 
one thousand cities will do the same 
in a few years until it becomes within 
reach of every home. Now as we ex- 
pand our public schools upward w-e 
are to do two things of great signifi- 
cance to education. First we will 
gradually have the denominational 
academies close their doors. In one 
city fourteen denominational acade- 
mies closed their doors within a year. 
Second we will maintain and perfect 
our public school system because we 
are able to do so and get high levels 
of intelligence. One of the great prob- 
lems of the school system is what shall 
be the minimum amount of literature 
that the average citizen of our coun- 
try shall have, what mathematics 
shall' we use in a democracy where 
the people are to do calculative think- 
ing? There is a body of men organ- 
ized, trying to decide what shall be 
the minimum amount of mathematics, 
literature and history that the Ameri- 
can people shall take up. How can a 
newspaper man know w-hen he makes 
a quotation in his paper that it will 
he understood by all t^e people that 
rend his paper? Therefore, it is nec- 
essary for all our people to have this 
common body of intelligence. The 
American people believe that the 
church and the city must remain 
apart. 

“I was going to speak at commence- 
ment exercises one time and was go- 
ing to use my neighbor’s boy as «in 
illustration. A boy came home from 
school and asked his father who Shy- 
lock was. and the father made this 
answer, Haven’t I been sending you 
to Sunday School long enough to learn 
who Shylock is?

Under the ausplcea of the Newton 
bonrd of trade, a credit bureau will be 
established in this city, according to 
plans formulated by C. C. Lockwood of 
Portland. Me., who has been in this 
city for several days, interviewing 
merchants and making preliminary ar- 
rangements. The project has received 
the endorsement of the leading mer- 
chants of Newton and will be put into 
effect at once. 

Secretary H. R. Moore of the New- 
ton Board of Trade will have the act- 
ive management of the bureau. 
Through him the names of all those 
doing business on credit with the mer- 
chants of this city, will be supplied 
to the subscribers of the bureau, with 
a statement of their credit and stand- 
ing. A small fee will be charged for 
the service. The object of the bureau 
is to protect merchants against being 
mulcted by persons who do not pay 
their bills, and to furnish those whose 
credit is excellent with a recommenda- 
tion to the different storekeepers. Mr. 
Lockwood, who has been active in 
forming these bureaus in several plac- 
es, will assume a general supervision 
of the bureau, but the active work will 
be in charge of Secretary Moore. 

Speaking about the credit bureau 
Mr. Lockwood said: “The system is 
designed to prevent abuses. The mer- 
chant will be able to secure an ac- 
curate rating on applicants for credit, 
as everyone will be placed on record 
showing in how many places they deal, 
the amount of credit they are obtain- 
ing and with what degree of prompt- 
ness they pay their bills. 

"This system is a benefit to both 
debtor and creditor. The man who 
pays his bills will be known as such 
by the entire business community, and 
thus he in a position to obtain credit 
accommodations wherever and when- 
ever he wants. But the man who 
pays three or four merchants and uses 
them as a reference to buy goods on 
credit, when there are a dozen or so 
he does not pay, will find it extreme- 
ly difficult to obtain credit anywhere. 

“Credit accommodations are an es- 
sential factor in every community. 
The public demands a great conven- 
ience from the merchants when it asks 
for credit and the retail merchant, 
giving out his goods to the consumer 
should be protected in the same man- 
ner that Bradstreet and Dunn protect 
the wholesaler, in granting retail 
merchants credit. 

“Persons moving from one city to 
another are followed by special re- 
ports and they are granted or refused 
credit according to the record they 
have established. 

"A reliable credit bureau not only 
protects a merchant against the man 
who does not intend to pay his bills, 
but also stimulates payment by those 
who are reliable, but slow in settling 
their accounts and brings cash into 
the merchants’ tills instead of leaving 
it outstanding in his books.”

NEWTON WELFARE BUREAU 


Aldermen Hear Both Sides ol Several Questions 
at ils Session Monday Night

The annual meeting of the Welfare 
Bureau was held in Players Hall, West 
Newton, on Tuesday evening, with 
William H. Rice, the president, in the 
chair. After the reports of the officers 
including a very comprehensive one by 
the general secretary. Miss Margaret 
E. Rich. Mr. Herbert C. Parsons, depu- 
ty commissioner of probation spoke on 
"Probation.” Mr. Parsons outlined 
the history of probation work in Mass- 
achusetts, of which he is pioneer, the 
first probation officer having been pro- 
vided for in Boston in 1S78. In a re- 
cent period of years some 28,000 per- 
sons have been kept out of jail through 
this system and the result has been a 
general decrease in crime. He cited 
an instance in one county of a jail 
built about 20 years ago which has 
never been occupied. The speaker 
commended the work of Judge Ken- 
nedy in Newton, but thought one pro- 
bation officer hardly eqough for a city 
like Newton. The treasurer’s report 
showed a substantial balance, but that, 
it was stated, will carry on the work 
only about two months, so that con- 
tributions are much needed to continue 
the Bureau’s usefulness.

IT PAYS 


The monthly meeting of the Newton 
Board of Trade was held Monday eve- 
ning at Odd Fellows Hall, Newtonviile, 
and there was a good attendance. 
Vice-President Sidney R. Porter pre- 
sided and the address of the evening 
was given by Fire Prevention Commis- 
sioner John A. O'Keeffe, who said in 
part — 

I am the Fire Commissioner of 
Metropolitan Boston, a district which 
embraces 26 cities and towns. When 
I was appointed by Governor Walsh, 
the work which the Government gave 
me was unplanned, I was a pioneer, I 
was to blaze a path and when the 
Governor appointed me he said you 
must determine the means for your- 
self. There was no course for me to 
folloxv and I was simply told to go 
ahead and reduce the fires in these 26 
cities and towns which have a popu- 
lation of 1.500.000 people.” 

“When the Legislature established 
this department they said it must be 
an economical one. The expense has 
been very low. Last year it cost l%c 
per capita.” 

In speaking of the great number of 
fires Mr. O’Keefe said he could have 
established rules prohibiting smoking 
in factories and also passed many 
other edicts but that it was unwise to 
pass laws of this nature because you 
cannot drive the people. 

In speaking of the sprinkler system 
he had issued between 600 and 700 
letters and that the statues provided 
for a fine of $1000 provided reports 
should not have been made within six 
months. He said that many had made 
no report and a great many others had 
issued false ones but that he had not 
fined nor imprisoned any offender, but 
that by personal interviews the work 
was being accomplished and being ac- 
complished right. 

He said, “If I want to make a law I 
go to some body w’ho knows more 
about it than I do. When I made gaso- 
line regulations I called a meeting of 
a great many oil men and garage keep- 
ers and they came and met together 
and we discussed the question and they 
helped me; with the result that every- 
body was satisfied.” 

He said the same happened when he 
made new regulations in regard to 
blowers which were causing a large 
number of fires. Also in regards to 
smoking in factories he called a meet- 
ing of the Central Labor Leaders as 
their men were the men who smoked 
in the factories, and at this meeting 40 
representatives were present. As a re- 
sult letters were written to 500 facto- 
ries and a big decrease in fires result- 
ed. 

Continuing, he said, “Fire Prevention 
consists in removing conditions that 
lead to fires. If you take away con- 
ditions which lead to fires you take 
away the fire. Here is a floor with a 
carpet on it for example say that it 
had shavings and papers on it and you 
do find that kind very often. Some 
careless person drops a match or a 
cigar butt and there is a fire; but you 
take away the carpet and shavings and 
papers and you will also take away 
the fire conditions. The best way to 
regulate conditions is by educating the 
people. There is one other corollary. 
Fire prevention consists not only inre- 
viewing the causes but also In provid- 
ing means to prevent the spread of fire. 
That is done in this way. Having 
buckets of sand in paint shops, pails 
of water in factories and other places,

In the absence of President Blanch- 
ard. Vice-President Alley was In the 
chair at the meeting of the aldermen 
held on Monday evening, and notwith- 
standing the large number of hear- 
ings, the business was handled writh 
such dispatch that adjournment was 
reached before ten o’clock. 

Besides President Blanchard. Aider- 
men Bentley, Hapgood and Malcolm 
were absent. 

The first hearing on the docket, on 
the petition of the Telephone and Edi- 
son Companies for poles on Channing 
street, aroused strong opposition. 
Mr. T. M. Green for the Company, 
stated that they desired to remove 
their wires from houses and trees and 
needed poles for this purpose. The 
remonstrants w’ere headed by Mr. 
James S. Cannon and included Messrs. 
B. S. Rich. C. H. Crocker, F. J. How- 
ard and Miss M. E. P. Sloan and a 
written protest signed by all but two 
property owners was also presented. 

1 The petition of D. F. Burke for a 
public garage at 76 Boyd street was 
favored by Mr. P. S. Cunniff who stated 
that Mr. Burke wished to erect a se- 
ries of multiple garages on a piece of 
property which was now lying idle. 

, The petition was strongly opposed by 
ex-representative E. J. H. Estabrooks 
and R. V. Plummer. 

There was no opposition to petitions 
of C. Skelton & Sons for permits to 
sell gasolene at their stores, 312 Wash- 
I ington street and on Union street. 

The real fight of the evening, how- 
ever, came on the petition of Theodore 
Quinlan for permit to erect a public 
garage at Boylston and Centre streets, 
Newton Highlands. That village sent 
large delegations on both sides of the 
question and the aldermen have a 
■ knotty problem to solve. Represen- 
tative J. Weston Allen appeared for 
the petitioner and said that this loca- 
tion was the best place for a garage 
on the south side of the city. The 
land had been owned by the same 
persons for 44 years and was still va- 
cant. The Centre street cars make a 
terminal here, the Boylston street 
cars use the overhead bridge at this 
point and the railroad is close at hand. 
Mr. Allen stated that this was the 
noisiest place in Newton Highlands 
and that it had ceased to have a fu- 
ture as a residential district. Mr. 
Henry W. Crowell said that there 
were 14 business concerns in the vil- 
lage using auto trucks and that it was 
necessary to go as far as Boston to 
make repairs, as there was no place 
on the entire south side for this pur- 
pose. Mr. Philip Nichols appeared 
for the owner of the land, saying that 
she had been unable to even have an 
offer for this land since the Boylston 
street cars were put in operation. Mr. 
J. B. Watt and Mr. Quinlan also spoke 
in favor. 

Mr. Frederick W. Cole headed the 
remonstrants saying that he had lived 
jon Floral street for 30 years and that 
this garage would seriously injure his 
property. He begged the board not 
to add to the burdens already on his 
district. Mr. Patrick Hurley said he 
paid taxes on $20,000 and thought that 
as Floral street was wholly residen- 
tial, it ought not to be made a dump- 
ing ground for automobiles from all 
over the South Side. Mr. C. A. Clark 
said there was ample room on the 
other side of Boylston street to lo- 
cate his garage without injury to any 
residential property and asked the 
{ board to view the premises before tak- 
ing action. Messrs. G. W. Munroe. A. 
W. Parmenter and John F. Faherty 
also spoke in opposition 

Mr. H. W. Orr was the only person 
to appear on his petition for permit 
for 20 garages off Washington street, 
stating that it was simply an exten- 


Ision of his present plant! The per- 
mit was immediately granted. 

Mr. J. D. Hennessey anil Fred A. 
Ward appeared in favor nt a sewer in 
a proposed extension of Hobart road*. 
Newton Centre, saying that plans werei 
now ready for 5 high grade houses onv 
this property and a contract maiie for 
street construction before ApnT 1st 
and it was desirable to have the water- 
and sewer in the street before surfac- 
ing was commenced. 

Mr. John T. Burns spoke in favor o$ 
laying out of Norwood avenue under 
the betterment act and there wus or* 
opposition. 

Messrs. E. L. Gates. R. F. Fowler,

“DEATH VALLEY DODGE” 


With the returns of “Death Valley 
Dodge” to I>os Angeles a few days ago, 
this car of many travels finished an- 
other run of unusual interest. 

According to Fred Alkire, who drove 
the famous old car on this, its latest 
journey, it was a trip to test the stam- 
ina of both car and driver. 

“The only roads through that re- 
gion,” said Mr. Alkire, ’are rough 
trails, first along the banks of the ir- 
rigation ditches, then across mesqulte 
covered mesas, and finally over the 
barren alkali slopes, leading right to 
the base of the mud volcano. 

"No car had ever climbed to that 
point before, and few’ if any will ever 
make the attempt again. Oftentimes 
we were up to the hubs in sand, then 
across bottomless sloughs a mile or 
wore in width where we were 
over the running board in liquid mud. 
The last pull up the mud volcano slope 
the car was warped and twisted as it 
first lifted one wheel over a three-foot 
mud hummock, only to plunge into 
and through a hole equally as deep. 

“The return trip of 40 miles was 
made without mishap in spite of the 
terrific strain to which the car had 
been put in making the outward jour- 
ney. Not one single mechanical mis- 
hap occurred, though if it had we 
would have been in a sorry plight, for 
no one in our party had the least hit 
of mechanical ability. Our very lives 
depended On the reliability Of "Death 
Valley Dodge,” and the old veteran of 
many desert battles maintained its 
reputation as it has on every one of 
its many trips heretofore through the 
mountains and deserts of the South- 
west.”

fire extinguisher*, now hydrants etc. 
The largest number of fires occurs in 
homes and dwelling houses. These 
fires nre lnrgely due to the women who 
control the home end also control the 
husbands.” The speaker said that in 
Lynn. h«- had l ,: « men speak before 90 
Women’s Societies with a result that 
in comparing the last four months of 
last year with this year the dwelling 
house tires had been reduced 50%. 

Mr. O’Keefe began his fire preven- 
tion work in 1013 and in comparing 
the fires for the month of September 
the last three years they had been re- 
duced as follows: September 1014. 
there were 1145 alarms of all kinds in 
this section. In 1015. there were but 
7S0 and this September a still further 
reduction brought the total down to 
C79. This shows a constant and pro- 
gressive decrease in the number of 
alarms and is concurrent to the ex- 
ceptionally large increase in the num- 
ber of new buildings, automobiles and 
all lines of activity that leads to fires.

shows that the children ought to have 
n certain place to study literature nnd 
n place to study the Bible. You can- 
not teach the Bible by reading from 
it for ten minutes every day any more 
than you can teach mathematics by 
reading mathematics for ten minutes 
every day. In some place, religion 
must he taught to the American peo- 
ple. Some place we must make our 
children be religious nnd that means 
we must take certain bodies of matter 
nnd present it in such n way as to 
place a religious spirit within our 
children. It is not to be expected 
that our public schools will tench this, 
as there is a particular method re- 
quired in order that we may become 
religious teachers. Our public school 
tenchers have not learned this meth- 
od. they can speak with authority nnd 
teach mathematics but they cannot 
teach religion because they do not 
know how. Our public school teach- 
ers only work with a piece of the 
child. For years, men of the National 
Education Association have been 
working out systems of teaching re- 
ligion so that our children will be 
tnught in the right way. If within the 
next decade the churches do not fur- 
nish such an education for the chil- 
dren the schools will have to do it. 
The American people are the only peo- 
ple who do not have a place to teach 
their children religion. Therefore 
something must be done to teach our 
children the common virtues of their 
Puritan Fathers. How will we have 
our children taught religion if the pub- 
lic schools will not teach it? This 
country will answer that question by 
building a system of religious schools 
in this country so that we can base 
our morals on religion. All we have 
now in this country is a system of 
public schools and that system runs 
from the kindergarten to the elemen- 
tary course up to the High School and 
up to the Universities. We have a 
method of training our teachers and 
kindegarten teachers by sending them 
to Normal School after they have 
graduated from High School. This 
training makes them- competent to 
teach our children. Now it remains 
for us to build a system of church 
schools that will run from the Kin- 
dergarten through the High School 
ind through the college so that we can 
lave trained Sunday School teachers. 
In 90 per cent of the colleges of this 
country you will find that you can not 
study religion and get credit for it 
and the average number of hours to 
study history and mathematics is 
ibout 50 hours and for religion S 
lours. Why not let anyone take all 
he religion they want to and get cred- 
t for it. Until you have your Sunday 
School equipped with teachers who 
<now how to teach religion you have 
10 right to ask for the attention of 
lie children. The church that cannot 
liligently care for children on Sunday 
las no right to ask for the attention 
>f those children on Monday. We 
mght to have a body of trained lay- 
.vorkers and experiment with a course 
n religious education so that you 
vould know just where to start in 
eachimr. We must make experiments 


in laboratories that we may work out 
this course and gradually nnd cnrcful- 
ly perfect a course of religious study, 
hut we ennnot progress until we have 
public sentiment. We want religious 
day schools to tench our children re- 
ligion. hut we do not want the chil- 
dren after the public schools have 
kept them from nine to four. We want 
a chance at a seasonable part of the 
day. We should have superintendents 
nnd principals for these religious 
schools and we should also have a 
professor of music having him start 
a kindergarten class nnd grndunte 
them from there Into the elementary 
class and from there to tho church. 
Then we would have a congregation 
that would know how to sing hymns. 
We nre having a professor coming to 
Boston in a month or so to talk on this 
subject of teaching the congregation 
how to sing nnd If the people in New- 
ton are interested I am sure he would 
come here for nothing, and tell you 
about his plan. 

In answer to a question if the re- 
ligious schools would he supported? 
By taxes? Dr. Athearn said “No." 
The way these schools would he sup- 
ported would be by people who w - erc 
Interested In the work.

EQUAL SUFFRAGE NOTES 

(Evening Telogrnm, Portland, Oregon) 
August 4, 1916 

Several weeks ago President Wilson 
declared to n national suffrage com- 
mittee that ho favored woman suff- 
rage, hut was firmly of the opinion 
that the question should bo left to the 
several states. The Republican nomi- 
nee for president is out this week 
with a flatfooted declaration In favor 
of submitting an equal suffrage am- 
endment to the federal constitution. 
This is what the National Woman’s 
Suffrage Association most desires, and 
the leaders hoped that the president 
would follow Hughes’ lend. A dele- 
gation who called upon him expected 
him to make n new statement, but 
they met disappointment. 

The president adroitly did not make 
direct reply to the delegation but the 
next day, according to the Associated 
Press report. "Secretary Tumulty dis- 
cussed the question with the president 
and afterwards announced that Mr. 
Wilson’s position was unchanged 
. . . It was indicated that today’s 

decision was final." 

Final? Not yet. Election day is 
still three months away, and there is 
ample time for the president to re- 
ceive new light. The Nutional Wom- 
an Suffrage Association will hold its 
annunl meeting in September. It may 
exert a potent influence. Besides, Mr. 
Wilson did not make a public state- 
ment that can be quoted verbatim. He 
was careful. The latest information 
that his position was unchanged was 
made vicariously. Mr. Tumulty, pri- 
vate secretary, is only the assistant 
president of the United States. 

Other influence may also be brought 
to bear. The eleven states which 
have given full suffrage to women 
have 62 electoral votes, and all of 
them are Northern states. Conceding 
the solid South and the doubtful 
Northern states to the Democratic 
party, It can not win the election un- 
less’ It secures some of the states 
where women have the ballot. They 
may hold the balance of power. Other 
things being equal they wiil naturally 
favor the Republican nominee. This 
being the first national campaign in 
whicli woman suffrage is a national 
issue, it may be taken 2or granted 
that leaders of the cause throughout 
the East and Middle West will favor 
the Hughes candidacy with tnc result 
that no Northern state will be doubt- 
ful. 

President Wilson may find abundant 
reason to reverse himself before the 
campaign is half over.

RESULTS 


Former United States Senator Jon- 
athan Bourne, Jr., of Oregon, com- 
pares Democratic with Republican ad- 
ministration as follows: 

"The difference between Republican 
and Democratic management of the 
nation’s finances is this: The Republi- 
cans made it a practice to put into the 
treasury each month two million dol- 
lars more than they took out, while 
the Democratic practice is to take out 
each month nearly two million dollars 
more than they put in. 

"These figures have been deter- 
mined by a study of the official reports 
of the Secretary of the Treasury for 
the period beginning with August, 
1897, when the Dingley law went into 
effect, down to the first day of the 
present year. During that time, Re- 
publican revenue laws (the Dingley 
bill and the Payne hill) were in opera- 
tion for 194 months; and a Democratic 
revenue law (the Underwood bill) was 
in operation for 27 months. 

“The total ordinary receipts of the 
treasury during the period of Repub- 
lican management of the nation’s fi- 
nances reached the colossal sum of 
$9,677,952,080— an average of $49,886,- 
351 per month. 

During the same time the total or- 
dinary disbursements of the Govern- 
ment, as authorized by Republican 
legislation, amounted to $9,293,083,392 
— an average of $47,902,492 per month. 

“The average monthly surplus under 
Republican control, therefore, was $1,- 
983,859. 

"During the twenty-seven months 
while Democratic legislation has con- 
trolled the revenue and expenditure 
the total treasury receipts have been 
$1,579,648.049— a monthly average of 
$58,605,483. 

"In the same time Democratic Con- 
gressmen have voted away $1,621,- 
908,077 — a monthly average of $60,- 
070,670. 

"Accordingly, the average monthly 
deficit under Democratic control has 
been $1,565,187. 

"Moreover, the Republican revenue 
laws which produced these results 
were so drawn that $22,967,653 per 
month were custom-house receipts 
and were paid by foreigners, while 
$22,534,842 per month came from in- 
ternal revenue receipts and were paid 
by our own people. Under the Demo- 
cratic system only $19,023,760 per 
month were taken from the foreigner 
at the custom-houses, while the enor 
mous sum of $34,116,302 per month 
were wrung from our own people bv 
vexatious and oppressive taxes upon 
incomes, vocations, enterprise and 
thrift. Thoso American citizens who 
huvo recently been wrestling with the 
clumsy and confusing income-tax 
blanks or who have been constantly 
licking stamps for telegraph and tele 
phone messuges and for other neces- 
sary business transactions will be in- 
terested to know that, under Demo- 
cratic revenue legislation, our own 
people contribute $1.79 to the National 
Treasury for every dollar that the 
foreigner pays whereas, under Repub- 
lican revenue laws, the foreigner paid 
$1.02 as against each dollar contrib- 
uted by Americau citizens. 

"And yet there are those who think 
the tariff will not be an issue in the 
campulgn of 1916!"

After your connection has been made with the other person, 
there are no lights on the switchboard until your receivers 
are placed on the switchhooks again, which signals mean, 
to the operator, that the conversation has ended. 

If you desire to get the operator’s attention, you may do so 
by moving the receiver hook down and up, but IT MUST 
BE DONE SLOWLY, or the little lamp will not glow on 
the switchboard and the operator will not get any signal. 
Your observance of this method of signaling will insure 
more prompt attention by the operator and will help to 
make the service better.

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HUGHES ALLIANCE OF NEWTON 

President Young of the Massachusetts Branch 
Tells of Its Work 


At tho recent meeting for organiza- 
tion of tho Newton Branch of the 
Hughes Alliance, Representative Ben- 
jamin Lorlng Young of Weston, presi- 
dent of the Massachusetts branch, 
spoke as follows: — 

It has secured many thousands of 
enrollments throughout the state, 
mainly among Democrats. Progres- 
sives and Independent voters, who 
have not in tho past been connected 
with the Republican party. Mr. Young 
congratluated the people of Newton 
on the large and energetic branch al- 
ready formed in the city and expressed 
tho hope that the arguments in behalf 
of Governor Hughes might bo brought 
to tho personal attention of every 
voter. 

“One of the issues, " said Mr. Young, 
“which is bringing many independent 
voters to the Hughes standard is the 
attitude of President Wilson towards 
appointments in the Civil Service of 
the nation. For fifty years Republi- 
can and Democratic administrations 
have steadily advanced the cause of 
civil service reform, and appointment 
and promotion in the public service of 
tho United. tSates wero being made on 
merit, fitness and efficiency. During 
the last four years, however, there 
has been complete reversion to the 
ancient doctrine that ‘To the victors 
belong tho spoils of office.’ Thirty 
thousand new positions have been cre- 
ated outside of the classified service 
at an annual cost of fifty millions of 
dollars. The various statutes which 


are hailed as the triumphs of the Wil- 
son regime, namely tho Rural Credits 
Bill, the Federal Reserve Act, the In- 
come Tax Act and the Federal Trade 
Commission Act contained clauses 
which exempted the vast bulk of ap- 
pointments made thereunder from the 
regular rules of tho civil service. 
Many thousands of fourth-class post- 
masters, brought under the civil serv- 
ice law by Roosevelt and Taft, have 
been displaced from office. Deputy tax 
collectors and marshals have again 
become the prey of the party machine. 
The whole spirit of the administration 
has been to reward ‘deserving Demo- 
crats’ out of the public treasury at the 
expense of honest and efficient admin- 
istration. The creation of this vast 
army of political office holders as a 
reward, not for merit, but for party 
service alone, threatens the very ex- 
istence of free government. 

But, the all important issue of this 
campaign is tho failure of the present 
administration to give adequate pro- 
tection to American lives, American 
property and American commerce in 
Mexico and on the high seas. For 
many years Senator Lodge, as a lead- 
ing member of the Senate Committee 
on Foreign Affairs, has followed the 
doctrine laid down by Daniel Webster, 
that ‘Partizanship ends at the water’s 
edge’. It has been reserved to the 
present administration to announce a 
doctrine hitherto unknown to Ameri- 
can statesmen that American citizens

The following annual report of Miss 
Margaret E. Rich, the secretary of the 
Newton Welfare Bureau contains so 
much valuable information that we are 
glad to publish It in full. 

The Newton Welfare Bureau has 
been most fortunate in having for the 
first year of its activities a year of un- 
usual prosperity when practically ev- 
eryone who was able to work and 
wanted It could find employment. We 
can then take it for granted that the 
229 families who have come to us for 
help and advice this year have come 
because of the ordinary troubles of 
mankind and not because of any extra- 
ordinary conditions of society, in 
other words it has been a fair year by 
which to judge of the need of such 
work as ours. 

These 229 families, — which, by the 
way contained 953 individuals, — have 
represented 11 different nationalities, 
and this in Itself Is perhaps an Indica- 
tion of some of the problems we have 
had to meet. Newton is a city rich in 
opportunities, but not all her citizens 
know’ of these opportunities or how to 
take advantage of them. Let us 
speak, for instance of the Italian fam- 
ily that we called on because one of 
the children had been begging for 
clothes. The father a keen intelligent 
man. in this country only 8 years, un- 
derstood our purpose at once. He was 
eager that his children should be gen- 
uine Americans, and particularly eager 
that they should have the advantages 
of education that he had missed. 
He admitted deprecatingly that he 
could not read or write and while 
he knew of the evening schools 
he had thought he was too old 
to take advantage of them. At our 
suggestion, another Italian man per- 
suaded him that this was not so, with 
the result that he is now on the way 
not only to a better knowledge of Eng- 
lish but ultimately we hope, to a better 
paying position. 

With the S. family we were not for- 
tunate enough to learn of their trouble 
until it was too far advanced for cure. 
They also were Italians and Mrs. S. 
had been ill ever since her arrival in 
the U. S. Her husband in a vain effort 
to bring back her health had taken 
her to a doctor of doubtful reputation 
who had promised a cure for a certain 
sum of money. Too late, the local 
physician whom he called in despera- 
tion found that the trouble was tuber- 
culosis. and shortly after Mrs. S. left 
her husband and 3 babies to manage as 
best they could without her. If Mr. S. 
had only known of the existence of the 
Clinics at the Mass. General Hospital 
or of the many reputable physicians 
close at hand, her life might have been 
saved to her family and to the com- 
munity. 

We have dealt, as I said, with eleven 
different nationalities. — American. Bo- 
hemian. Colored. English, French. 
Hungarian, Irish. Italian. Jewish, Pol- 
ish and Scottish. It is hard some- 
times to realize that of the 43.000 peo- 
ple in Newton something more than 
half are foreign born or of foreign born 
parentage. In the 1910 census, the per- 
centage is given as 57.S. It is even 
more surprising that in this city, so 
largely residential, there are 5S differ- 
ent industries and that in these indus- 
tries there are 2154 employees who 
earn an average wage of $550 a year. 
A low wage, few resources and. fre- 
quently. ignorance of opportunities, 
means that a slight illness, a brief lay 
off from work, will often bring a fam- 
ily to the verge of destitution. In such 
an event our first step has been to re- 
lieve the immediate distress at once, 
then so far as possible to help the fam- 
ily to a position of independence. Such 
was our task with the A’s. when, be- 
cause of his drinking Mr. A. lost his 
work. It was necessary to see that the 


.little children, four of them, should 
have food and a fire, but It. was even 
more necessary that Mr. A. should get 
himself into condition where he could 
find and keep a steady position. With 
the help of a good doctor he has been 
able to do this, and the family is pay- 
( ing the debts that accumulated during 
his periods of idleness and drink. 

Sometimes we have been fortunate 
[ enough to meet a family before they 
. have become actually destitute and 
then it has been a Joy indeed to keep 
, them from going over the edge of the 
precipice. The D’s — with their two lit- 
!tle children, were living on a wretch- 
jedly small wage, but still holding their 
heads high and managing by all sorts 
of manoeuvres to keep from being cold 
and hungry. We learned that Mr. D. 
was fond of the country, and it was not 
many weeks before, through their 
church a chance of work at a living 
wage was found for him. and the fam- 
ily was moved to a small village 30 
miles away. It was thus possible to 
help them before Mr. D. had become so 
undernourished that he was unfit for 
heavy work, and Mrs. D. too discour- 
aged to be the neat and enterprising 

That prevention is both easier and 
cheaper than cure is shown to sadly 
by the plight of the N's. A few years 
ago Mr. X. began to have trouble with 
his eyes and, instead of going to a spe- 
cialist. he sought out a practitioner 
who used the wrong treatment from 
which hopeless blindness has resulted. 
An operation in time, the specialist to 
whom we sent him tells us, would have 
saved his sight and he might have 
continued a contented laborer, instead 
of sitting day after day with folded 
hands, vainly waiting for his eyes to 
get well, while his wife supports the 
family. 

The obtaining of medical care has 
been, indeed, a large part of our work 
this year. In 7S instances we have 
taken families to a Clinic in Boston 
or to a private physician here and 
have done what we could to carry out 
the doctors’ recommendations. This 
has often meant the purchasing of sur- 
gical appliances, the providing of glass- 
es or a trip to the dentist for the fill- 
ing or removal of carious teeth. In 
several of the 24 instances where wo 
have furnished glasses the money has 
been merely a loan which the family 
has repaid in weekly instalments. 
When an operation or hospital care 
has been recommended, it has meant 
provision for the healthy members of 
the family as well as for the invalid. 
Convalescent care, or a vacation from 
household worries has occasionally 
been necessary to complete the doctor’s 
cure. So with Mrs. L. who had a nerv- 
ous breakdown from overwork. We 
sent her to relatives for a two months: 
rest and she has come home 23 pounds 
heavier. She hopes that the false- 
teeth she is now having made at our 
instigation will continue the improve- 
ment. Mrs. M., a woman without a 
family needed absolutely nothing, ex- 
cept help to get to a free Clinic, where 
she was given the treatment she need-

FOR PREFERENTIAL VOTING 


Considerable interest was mani- 
fested Wednesday evening at the 
monthly meeting of the Brotherhood 
of the Auburndale Congregational 
Church in the subject of preferential 
voting which will appear on the ballot 
at the coming state election. Follow- 
ing the usual supper, President Will 
C. Eddy introduced Prof. Lewis J 
Johnson of Cambridge, who has made 
preferential voting a study for several 
years. Prof. Johnson gave an interest- 
ing talk on ihe introduction and 
growth of the plan and sample ballots 
were passed among the audience and 
a mock election held, giving everyone 
a practical idea of the whole subject. 
Prof. Johnson said that 50 cities now 
had the plan in force and that only 
one had returned to the old methods. 
The plan he maintained, gave the ma- 
jority element an opportunity to split 
its vote among several candidates and 
still be able to elect one of them. He 
urged every person present to work 
for the adoption of the act by the city 
of Newton.

Editor of the Newton Graphic: — 

As is well known I was defeated in 
the recent Primaries for the Republi- 
can re-nomination to the House by a 
small margin. What is not so general- 
ly known is that my defeat was 
brought about by misrepresentation 
contained in an eleventh hour letter 
of Senator Ellis attacking me pub- 
lished over the signature in my op- 
ponent’s newspaper. The Newton 
Graphic, a copy of which was mailed 
to practically every Republican voter, 
too late to he answered. This mis- 
representation charged me with being 
directly or indirectly responsible for a 
letter written by Mr. Arthur J. Davis, 
Supt. of the Anti Saloon League, crit- 
icizing my opponent and City Solicitor 
Bishop. I had absolutely no connec- 
tion with this letter as is shown by the 
affidavit of Mr. Davis hereto appended. 

A change of only fifty-three votes 
cost me the nomination. I know of 
more than four times that number who 
were influenced, to the extent of chang- 
ing their votes, by the Ellis letter. In 
one small Precinct there were over 
twenty such changes. 

If the nomination of my opponent 
had been fairly obtained. I should have 
accepted the result of the Primaries. 
There being, however, no possible 
question that it was unfairly obtained 
by means of the Ellis letter, and other 
mis-representations made the night 
before the primaries and spread broad- 
cast throughout the city. I feel it a 
duty to myself and the Republicans of 


Newton to stand for re-election as l 
have been urged to do by hundreds of 
members of my patty from every sec- 
tion of the City. I have accordingly 
filed Republican Independent papers. 
This was the only course I could pur- 
sue to right the wrong, and 1 have 
faith enough in the fair mindedness 
of the citizens of Newton to believe 
that they will repudiate at the polls 
the methods used to secure the nomi- 
nation of my opponent.

when they engage In business, or com- 
merce in foreign lands, forfeit the 
right to the protection of life and prop- 
erty which America has hitherto given

the bounderies in Mexico. Could a 
more inconsistent attitude be main- 
tained than that of the present ad- 
ministration? It boasts that it is at- 
tempting to promote and extend Amer- 
ican trade throughout the world, es- 
pecially in South America, while at 
the same time it publicly announces 
that Americans who have invested 
their property, or engaged in business 
In Mexico, shall be left without pro- 
tection of any kind. Has American 
citizenship become so cheap and ig- 
noble a thing that the government of 
the United States will not raise a hand 
to protect its own people in foreign 
lands? The voters of Massachusetts 
and the nation will prove to the world 
on November 7th that they believe in 
protecting American lives and Ameri- 
can honor by giving Charles E. Hughes 
a triumphant election as President of 
the United States.”

od to make her well enough to work. 

We have found famines struggling 
under a burden that by m«ng of some 
slight adjustment could be made easily 
bearable. The G. family had begun 
to buy their house through a co-opera- 
tive hank when Mr. G. was well and 
earning a good income. When we met 
them, a difficulty with hts heart had 
decreased his earning capacity so that 
it was necessary cither to lose the 
house on which he had paid more than 
half or to receive material aid in the 
feeding of his family. It was feasible, 
however, to transfer the mortgage to 
a Savings Bank, the interest on which 
as well as the City Tax could he easily 
met from the rent of half the house. 
We have settled with creditors for 
weekly payments so that a man need 
not have his wages trusteed; we have 
straightened out difficulties in obtain- 
ing insurance; we have helped the per- 
son who did not know his legal rights 
in regard to inheritance of property 
or compensation for injury. 

In 24 of our families we have had 
the problem of the backward child, 
who is unable without special training, 
to take his place as a useful member 
of society. Five of these children 
through our application are receiving 
special training at. the Waverley or 
Wrentham School, while others must 
wait their turn because of lack of 
room. 

Twenty individuals have been re- 
ported to us ns begging from door to 
door. Six of these we were not able 
to trace, but for the other fourteen we 
tried to develop resources that lay 
nearer home. Some of them, children 
— were begging without their parents 
knowledge. Others were following the 
example of their neighbors who were 
running a profitable business in second 
hand clother 

As wc have «viH th! ; year lias been 
one of great prospeiLy. but in spite of 
this, we have had occasion to find work 
for 7S individuals. Forty-seven of 
these were women, eighteen were men, 
and thirteen were boys and girls, 
while the work found has varied from 
stenography, practical nursing, dress- 
making and accommodating to snow 
shoveling and washing dishes. Even 
in a normal year the months of Jan- 
uary, February and March give little 
steady employment for the outdoor la- 
borer who works with pick and shovel; 
and even in a normal year we have 
with us the problem of the large family 
and the small income that seems in 
these days of high prices absolutely 
insoluble. Who is there that could 
feed and clothe a family of ten on 
$13.00 a week, $4.00 of which has to 
go for rent? Yet we cannot urge a 
child to go to work as soon as the 
working age is reached nor can we 
expect the mother to neglect her home 
in order to add to the income. 

At Christmas time we gave Christ- 
mas presents of vfirfcms kinds to some 
fifty families. One Sunday School in 
Newton filled sixty stockings with 
presents which the children thought 
that they themselves would enjoy, aud 
these were later».distributed by the 
Welfare Bureau. One mother told us 
that her small hoy who had practically 
lost his faith in Santa Claus felt sure 
after receiving his stocking that no 
one but Santa Claus could have 
brought it. 

We have not dealt only with family 
problems. We have endeavored to be a 
clearing-house, that anyone in the com- 
munity could call on for information 
as to resources of this or neighboring 
cities — as to legislation or city ordi- 
nances. — or if need be, simply to 
learn the way to an unfamiliar part of 
the city. We have had an informal 
registry of practical nurses and have 
acted as a rather informal labor ex- 
change. Through our Confidential Ex- 
change, we have been in touch witli 
sixty agencies that are dealing with 
more than 500 family and social prob- 
lems here in Newton. In every prob- 
lem that we have dealt with, we have 
worked iu close co-operation with sev- 
eral, at least, of these groups. 

The work that we have attempted to 
do this year would have been abso- 
lutely impossible without the help of 
the twenty volunteer visitors who have 
given so freely of their time aud en- 
ergy. Of the 2328 calls made directly 
from the office, 1329 were made by vol- 
unteers. and 999 by the Secretary. A 
mere listing of calls cannot, however, 
give an idea of the help that has been 
given in teaching Italian mothers the 
English that is to win tin-ir children's 
respect and obedience; in helping the 
worker to find a market for her goods; 
in showing the young housewife how 
to sew, or how to manage the slender 
income more wisely. Nor can they tell 
of the patient mornings spent at a dis- 
pensary or dental clinic, the search for 
better houses at a low rental, and the 
numerous unreported words of cheer 
and advice. 

We cannot but take this opportunity 
to express the gratitude we feel to 
those without whose help the Welfare 
Bureau could have done nothing.— To 
the Churches, who have given so freely 
of inspiration and advice, as well as of 
money; to the doctors who have spent 
their time and energy without expecta- 
tion of payment;— to the schools who 
have helped tho parents through t he 
child;— to the hospital which has re- 
sponded so cordially to our requests for 
care;— to the private individuals w r ho 
have given money to relieve distress; 
“to the employers who have so cheer- 
fully given the handicapped a chance; 

to the city officials who have 
straightened out so many difficulties, 
and to the ether social workers who 
have worked and planned with us. 

'J he year ahead holds, we hope, much 
work for us. Wc would like, if possi- 
ble, to find a market for the work of 
some of our Italian mothers who can 
do excellent crocheting and embroid- 
ery, and wc need more volunteer visi- 
tors. 

Our usefulness to the community de- 
pends ou what the community asks us 
to do. We need the advice, the en- 
couragement, the criticism of every 
one of you. After all 
“The commpn problem, yours, mine, 
everyone’s, 

Is. not to fancy what were fair in life 
Provided it could be,— but finding first 
What may be, 

Then find how to make it fair 
Up to our means.”

With its annual fall business meet- 
ing. held last Monday evening, the 
Highland Glee Club entered upon its 
ninth season.

working capital, thus making it pos- 
sible to secure artists of a higher 
class than ever, as assisting soloists. 

The club have already made its 
mark among the singing societies of 
Greater Boston, but as a result of the 
improved standards this year it is to 
be anticipated that it will speedily 
jump forward into the front rank and 
thereby attract to it the best men’s 
voices throughout the city and vicin- 
ity.

WOMEN’S CLUBS 


Miss Grace M. Bcrt. Editor. 


That something must bo done to In- 
crease the income of the State Feder- 
ation was clearly demonstrated at the 
Presidents' Conference held at Dor- 
chester on Monday, as Is shown from 
the statements contained in the re- 
port given below. There seemed to 
he no particular objection to the pro- 
posed increase of two cents per capita, 
but the proposition which a majority 
of the delegates favored; namely, to 
make the increase five cents; that is. 
double the present dues, would seri- 
ously cripple the work of some smnll 
clubs and he an added burden to the 
large ones. The custom of adding 
twenty-five cents to the club dues and 
thereby securing the Federation taxes 
from the individual members is not a 
had way, hut in these times of stress 
it is not always possible or wise to do 
this. One member suggested that the 
increase would mean hut a single car- 
fare a year. That member did not 
take into account that there are club 
women who do not have the extra 
carfare in the first place. It is easy 
to vote. “Yes." when a suggestion is 
made, hut careful consideration must 
he given to the consequences before 
taking so vital a step as it would be 
to double the dues of the clubs. That 
does not mean that the State Federa- 
tion does not need the added Income, 
for it does, hut suppose a large num- 
ber of clubs found it impossible to 
pay the Increase and withdrew, would 
the Federation he any better off? In 
some cases it might mean the cutting 
off of local work. That would be un- 
fortunate. If. on the other hand, it 
meant a program hv local talent in- 
stead of hv some lecturer, that would 
he a good thing. However, before 
voting on the change consider what 
it would mean for the club of 25 mem- 
bers with a fee of $1.00. They must 
lof necessity furnish their own pro- 
gram. so they cannot economize in 
that way. All these points go to show 
that when it comes to finances, think 
all around the matter before making 
the final decision.

ment to "The Mirror of Newton’’ pub- 
lished by the Federation ten years ago 
at the time of the Clnflin Bazaar. 

Mrs. L. H. Marshall, ehnlrman of 
Education, reported that contributions 
for the library fund of the vocational 
school amounted to $30. She stated 
that the subjects chosen by her com- 
mittee to he worked upon this year 
are University Extension Courses, 
moving pictures, Americanization, 
feeblemindedness. She referred to the 
fact that the high schools are out- 
growing their eonts and that some- 
thing must he done soon to remedy 
conditions. 

Mrs. B. E. Taylor for the Social Ser- 
vice committee reported the appropri- 
ation from the City to tnke enre of the 
Dbntal Clinic, so that the Federation 
from this time on will he practically 
relieved of any financial burden. It 
is the intention to employ a dentist 
for part time, to have the clinic kept 
open all day on Saturdays and on the 
two afternoons. Tuesday and Thurs- 
day. and through the summer another 
year. In response to the recommenda- 
tion of her committee the hoard voted 
that a further contribution be made to 
the Welfare Bureau, bringing the to- 
tal amount given up to $1000. Mrs. 
Taylor suggested that the Federation 
should make an annual effort of some 
sort to keep its treasury replenished 
in order to be able to take up good 
work ns it presents itself. 

After the reports Mrs. Marshall pre- 
sented Miss Eleanor Joslin. who spoke 
of the University Extension Courses 
offered by the State. She dwelt par- 
ticularly upon two courses as being 
ones most likely to appenl to the club 
women, that of Civics and that of 
Home Economics. The State stands 
ready to send teachers for classes of 
twenty persons, the only charge being 
the cost of the text book. This would 
mean weekly lessons. If a group of 
ten was secured a lecturer will he sent 
once a month. Clubs desiring further 
information can appeal to Mrs. Mar- 
shall or to the State House.

If the lending candidate does not have a majority of First Choice votes, 
the first and second choice votes for each candidate are added together, and 
'f the leading candidate does not then have a majority of the votes, the 
first, second and other choice votes for each candidate are added together 
and the candidate having the largest vote is elected. 


The above form of ballot gives a 
clear idea of how the preferential vot- 
ing plan will appear to the average 
voter as he marks his ballot for mayor 
or other city officers. The matter of 
counting the ballot does not bother 
the voter in the least. The voter can 
make a one-two-three choice of the 
various candidates, and it is safe to 
say that there will rarely be more than 
four candidates for mayor and about 
two for aldermen in this city, unless 
conditions change radically. The vot- 
er who merely has but one choice is 
not debarred from doing as he pleases 
by this form of ballot, while the voter 
who takes a more intelligent interest 


in the results of the election, can, by 
exercising his second and third choice 
votes, have a larger part in determin- 
ing the result of the election. Results 
in other cities indicate that the man or 
men who lead in the first choice votes, 
even if not elected by first choice 
votes, usually receive second and third 
choice votes enough to give him or 
them the election. 

The above form of ballot should 
prove to each voter how easy it is for 
him to mark a ballot under this new 
and simpler form of election. 

The preferential form of voting 
saves one election day and $1000 an- 
nual expense to the city.

Section 1. The mode of nomination 
and election of all city officers elected 
by the voters of the city of Newton 
after acceptance of the provisions of 
this act in the manner herein pro- 
vided, shall be as hereinafter set forth. 

Section 2. Candidates for city offices 
to be elected shall be nominated only 
by nomination papers in accordance 
with the provisions of chapter eight 
hundred and thirty-five of the year 
nineteen hundred and thirteen: pro- 
vided, that nomination papers for the 
office of mayor shall be signed by at 
least one hundred voters, for members 
of the school committee and for aider- 
man at large by at least fifty voters, 
and for alderman by ward by at least 
twenty-five voters of the ward in 
which the election is to be held. 

Section 3. No ballot shall have 
printed thereon any party or political 
designation or mark and there shall 
not be appended to the name of any 
candidate any such party or political 
designation, mark or anything indicat- 
ing his views or opinions. 

Section 4. The ballots shall be in 
substantially the following form: — At 
the top of each group of candidates 
for an office shall be stated the nuin 
ber to be elected to that office. In the 
heading of the first column for every 
such group shall appear the words 
"First Choice’’ and, if the number to 
bo elected to that office is more than 
one, the words "First Choices.” In 
the heading of the second column for 
every such group shall in like manner 
appear the words "Second Choice” or 
“Second Choices.” After the world 
"Choice” or "Choices” in the heading 
of the first and second columns for ev- 
ery such group shall appear the words 
"Not more than (here insert the num 
her to be elected from that group.)’’ 
In the heading of the third column for 
every such group shall appear the 
words "Other Choices, as many as you 
wish to express." 

Instructions. — To vote for any per- 
son make a cross (X) in the square in 
the appropriate column according to 
your choice, at the right of the nam< 
voted for. Do not vote for any one 
candidate in more than one column, 
as ouly one choice will count for any 
one candidate by this ballot. (And if 
only one candidate is to be elected ty 
an office:) Vote your first choice In 
tiie first column; vote your second 
choice In the second column; vote in 
the third column for all the other can- 
didates whom you wish to support. 
Vote only one first choice and only 
one second choice. (But if two or 
more candidates aro to be elected to 
an office:) Vote your first choices in 
the first column; vote your second 
choices in the second column; vote in 
the tiiird column for all the other can- 
didates whom you wish to support. 
Vote not more than two first choices 
and not more than two second choic- 
es (substituting for the word "two" u 
number equal to the uctuul number of 
:undidates to be elected to the office 
in question in case more than two are 
to bo elected). 

Section 5. As soon as the polls are 
closed, the precinct officers shall im- 
mediately open the ballot boxes, take 
therefrom and count tho ballots in 
open view, and enter the total number 
thereof on the tally sheet provided 
therefor by the city clerk. They shall 
also count and enter on said tally 
sheet the number of the first-choice, 
second-choice and other-choice votes 
for each candidate and make return 
thereof to the city clerk as provided 
by law. 

Only one vote shall be counted for 
any candidate on any one ballot, all I 
but tiie highest of two or more choices I 
on one bullot for one uud tiie same 
candidate being void. 

If upon any ballot more candidates 
ure voted for in the first-choice column 
for any one office than there are can- 
didates to be elected to suid office, but 


not more than twice that number, all 
of such votes in the first-choice col- 
umn shall be counted as votes express- 
ing second choice for such candidates, 
and all votes in the second-choice col- 
umn of the ballot in question for that 
office shall be counted as if marked in 
the third column. 

If upon any one ballot candidates 
are voted for in the first-choice col- 
umn for any one office exceeding in 
number twice the number of candi- 
dates to be elected to that office, all 
votes upon the ballot in question for 
that office shall be counted as if 
marked in the third column. 

If upon any one ballot more can- 
didates are voted for in the second- 
choice column for any one office -than 
the number of candidates to be elected 
to that office, such votes shall be 
counted as if marked in the third col- 
umn. 

Except as hereinbefore provided all 
choices shall be counted and returned 
as marked on the ballot. 

Section 6. The city clerk shall then 
determine the successful candidates in 
the following manner: 

The candidate or candidates for any 
office receiving a majority of the first- 
choice votes cast for candidates for 
that office shall, to the number re- 
quired and in the order of the num- 
ber of their first-choice votes begin- 
ning with the highest, be elected to 
that office: provided, that if the candi 
dates who receive such a majority are 
fewer in number than the number of 
candidates to he elected to that office, 
the second-choice votes received by 
each candidate for that office who 
shall not have received a majority of 
first-choice votes as aforesaid shall 
then be added to the first-choice votes 
received by every such candidate, and 
the candidate or candidates receiving 
a majority in said first-choice and sec- 
ond-choice votes combined shall, to 
the number required and in tho order 
of the number of first-choice and sec- 
ond-choice votes combined received by 
such candidates, beginning with the 
highest, be elected to that office; and 
provided, further, that if the candi- 
dates then elected are fewer in num- 
ber than the number of candidates to 
be elected to that office, the other- 
choice votes received by each candi- 
date who shall not have been elected 
as aforesaid, shall then be added to 
tiie* first-choice and tho second-choice 
votes received by each such candidate, 
and a eandldute or candidates, to the 
number required and in the order of 
the number of first-choice and second- 
choice and other-choice votes com- 
bined beginning with the highest, shall 
be elected to that office. 

A tie between two or more candi- 
dates shall be decided in favor of the 
one having the largest number of first- 
choice votes. If two or more are equal 
in that respect, then the candidate 
among them having the largest num- 
ber of second choice votes sljitll be 
it th will not dt 
cial election shall be held. 

THREE — GRAPHIC 

Whenever the word "majority” is 
used in this section, it shall mean more 
than one-half of the totul number of 
first-choice votes cast at such elec- 
tion and counted and returned as here- 
inbefore provided for candidates for 
the office in question: provided, that 
whenever the number of canffUlates to 
be chosen to an office is two or more, 
such word "majority” shall mean more 
than half the total number of ballots 
on which u first-choice was counted 
and returned for candidates for that 
office. 

Section 7. The term "voter,” wher- 
ever it is used in this act, means a 
voter qualified by law to vote for can- 
didates for the office or offices to be 
filled. 

Section 8. This act shall be sub- 
mitted to the voters of the city of New- 
ton at the next state election iii the 
form of the following question on the 


official ballot: — “Shall an act passed 
by the genornl court in 1916, to au- 
thorize preferential voting at munici- 
pal elections in the city of Newton be 
accepted?” And if n majority of the 
votes cast thereon are in tho affirma 
five, this act shall take full effect for 
the next regular municipal election in 
said city; otherwise it shall he void. 

Section 9. It shall be the duty of 
the city clerk and of other city officials 
to carry out the provisions of this act 
relating to elections, to tho end that 
all things may he done necessary for 
the election of the officers next to he 
elected under the provisions thereof. 

All laws, ordinances and regulations 
in force in said city when this act 
takes effect therein, not inconsistent 
with its provisions, shall continue in 
full force and effect until otherwise 
provided by law, ordinance or vote. 
Approved April IS. 1916. 


NEWTON FREE LIBRARY 


Though there seems to bo a falling 
off in the number of books published 
during July of 1916 as compared to 
the same month a year ago, yet they 
seem "as thick as autumnal leaves 
that strow the brooks” when an at- 
tempt is made to keep within the 
bounds of the appropriation. This 
past July there were published in this 
country 731 new titles as against 913 
in tho same time of 1916. Books on 
Religion seem to top the list, with 
Sociology a close second, then History, 
then Poetry and Drama, then trailing 
that some 16 books behind comes Fic- 
tion. Among the books of Literature 
recently bought the following deserve 
more than the passing comment: 

Plays for small stages, by Mary A1 
dis (YD.A363 p) contains five one-act 
plays, written for a small theater near 
Chicago and successfully acted by 
amateurs. 

The Atlantic classics, contains a 
collection of sixteen selected essays 
from present-day contributors to the 
Atlantic. Those who have not read 
“Frogs eggs for Agassiz” have some- 
thing to look forward to. (Y.9A88) 

In "Souls on Fifth”, “Fiftli” is Fifth 
Avenue, and there at night tho author 
watches the stream of spirits and con- 
verses with some of the souls of “peo- 
ple who used to belong hero and never 
thought there was any further to get 
. . and of people who badly wanted 
to get here in their lifetimes, but 
never could.” (YI.B24) 

Walter J. de la Mare, in his "The 
listeners, and other poems (YP.D373) 
“takes a casual scene or a trivial in- 
cident and turns it into verse that is 
as clear and unforgetable as a nurs- 
ery rhyme or a song of Heine’s.” 

Selected poems is the title of the 
first English**9ranslation of Froding 
whom Dr. Stock of the University of 
Pennsylvania describes as the most 
powerful, the most popular and the 
most imaginative of the Swedish poets. 
(YP52.F92) . * 

Seven interesting and delightful es- 
says are entitled Inter arma, by Ed- 
mund Gosso (Y.G69 i) These have 
been contributed to the Edinburgh 
review since the war began. With one 
exception they deal with certain as- 
pects of French history and letters. 

Halbe’s Youth (YD47.H12y) is a 
translation of a well-known and wide- 
ly produced German play, first given 
in 1893. 

Alfred Noyes has edited A book of 
Princeton verse, 1916 (YP.9N87) which 
contains a selection from the poems 
written at Princeton during the last 
six years, with very few exceptions 
from the work of undergraduates. 

In "The best short stories of 1915” 

( YF.9B46) Mr. O’Brien has collected 
twenty short stories from American 
periodicals selected on the basis of 
literary value and seemingly repre- 
sentative of current writers. 

Five good reading plays by Percival 
Wilde are entitled Confessional and 
other American plays (YD.W6t44c). 
These are of one act and each deals 
with a subject of present day interest. 

Another anthology is "Some imagist 
poets.” ( YP.9S69) 

While in the work of Paul Shivell’s 
Stillwater pastorals (YP.S558) we find 
the work of a veritable farmer poet. 
Bliss Perry finds “in his work a rare 
and delicate savor, and an authentic 
inspiration.”

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FIREMEN’S PENSIONS 


Long Debate Without Final Action at Meeting ol 
Aldermen 


Vice president Alley presided nt the 
meeting of the aldermen on Monday 
evening nltho President Blanchard 
was present at part of the session. 
The only members absent were Alder- 
men Clark and Harriman. Hearings 
were held on petitions for poles on 
Page road, Wolcott street, Sumner 
street, South street, 'Nonantum street, 
for taking Innd for drain off Boylston 
street and for sewer off South street, 
nt which no one appeared. 

Strong opposition developed to the 
location of a proposed public garage 
at the corner of Commonwealth ave- 
nue- and Lexington street, Auburndalo, 
Mr. Geo. Royal Pulsifer saying that 
this point was the main outlet to a 
residential territory/ and would be 
passed by many children and was 
unanimously opposed by every resi- 
dent. Mr. George M. Fisko said that 
this was an extremely dangerous 
crossing, with railway tracks, hun- 
dreds of automobiles. That such a 
building would damage property and 
affect residents of 22f» houses. If 
granted he said that the city would 
have to maintain a traffic officer at 
this point. There were two other 
garages in this vicinity and there was 
no public call for another. 

Mr. T. S. Newman submitted sketch- 
es of the proposed location. 

Mr. F. P. Bates said there was no 
demand for this garage and that it 
would damage the property of the ad- 
joining owner, Mr. E. C. Hilliard. 

Mr. E. J. Winslow, president of the 
Village Improvement Society present- 
ed the unanimous protest of its exec- 
utive committee, as contrary to the 
proper development of Commonwealth 
avenue. 

Mr. Weiner for the petitioner, Mary 
E. McDonough said that this property 
was suitable for business purposes 
only and that with a setback of 30 
feet from the avenue and 20 feet from 
Lexington street, with stores fronting 
on the avenue it would be neither dan- 
gerous nor detrimental. Mr. Mteehan 
also spoke in opposition and at the 
suggestion of the chairman 33 persons 
present showed their opposition by 
rising. 

Petitions for a pool table from N. 
Scinicariello, Walnut street, from H. 
W. Ross to move building across Wal- 
nut street, from the Telephone Co. for 
relocation of pole on Aberdeen street 
were granted and permits to use pri- 
vate garages authorized by Donate 
Desantis, Ashmont avenue, Wallace C. 
Boyden, Oakwood road, John Lucas, 
Keefe avenue, P. S. Sweetser, Moffat 
road, and Mary E. Stone, Centre street. 

A long petition was filed asking 
that a half holiday on Saturday be 
granted city laborers or that the ques- 
tion be placed on the ballot at the city 
election. Other petitions were receiv- 
ed for a sewer in Commonwealth av- 
enue, ward 6, for sewer in Manet road, 
for laying out under the betterment 
law of Bonad, Colbert and Howland 
roads, relative to the Boylston street 
dump, and from G. M. Bahan for a 
license as a common victualler. , 

On recommendation of committees, 
leave to withdraw was granted D. F. 
Burke for a garage on Boyd street, N. 
Lipschitz for a junk license, for tele- 
phone poles on Channing street, and 
for abatement of street sprinkling 
assessment on Boylston street. Li- 
censes for a public garage were grant- 
ed Theodore Quinlan on Boylston 
street, Newton Highlands, to W. E. 
Tomlinson to sell firearms, to C. Skel- 


ton Sons to sell gasolene at 312 Wash- 
ington street and on Langley road. 
Relocation of a pole was authorized 
on Hammond street, Avalon road laid 
out under betterment act and $3500 
appropriated for its construction, 
$250 appropriated for work on drain 
off Boylston street, betterment assess- 
ments levied on Oakwood road exten- 
sion, hearings assigned Nov. 6. on 
drain easement on Laundry brook and 
on laying out of Hale street under bet- 
terment law, $2550 additional appro- 
priations for Sidewalks, Curbing. Au- 
tomobile maintenance and for Mayors 
Miscellaneous were approved, the per- 
ambulation of boundary line between 
Newton and Boston was ordered and 
a committee authorized on the con- 
dition of common dumps in .the city. 

There was a long debate on the mat- 
ter of pensioning firemen the subject 
being considered on the majority re- 
port of the Finance committee inex- 
pedient to accept the act of 1013. 
Alderman Blanchard thought the city 
should treat the firemen on an equal 
footing with the police and believed 
the city ought to be able to retire men 
who had served for many years. 

Alderman Angler favored pensions 
to firemen on an equitable basis to 
the city and to the men. He did not 
consider the 1913 act as fair to the 
taxpayer and believed it was unfair to 
the permanent members of the fire 
department. He stated that under 
this act the call men had the same 
pensions as the permanent man for 
disability and if there was a possibil- 
ity that the city might be called upon 
to give them service pensions as well. 
He thought that the provision that 
permanent men could be retired only 
on their own request was onesided 
and believed that the authorities 
ought to be able to retire men who 
were 60 years of age. He believed it 
wise for the city to have a committee 
to investigate the whole pension 
scheme. 

Alderman Murphy favored the ac- 
ceptance of the 1913 act as he be- 
lieved the terms of the pension and 
the amount to be paid should not be 
under the control of any local bodyt 

Alderman McCarthy thought it only 
fair to pension disabled call men on 
the same terms as permanent men. 
He saw nothing detrimental in the act 
to the city or the men. 

Alderman Early said it was a most 
important matter, the men were grow- 
ing older and everyone apparently 
favored the disability pension. With 
the advent of motor apparartus, he 
said that activity and agility on the 
part of the men were prime necessi- 
ties and the city ought to have the 
right to retire men if it saw fit to do 
so. 

Alderman Allen favored a good pen- 
sion law and urged the board not to 
hurry. 

Aldermen Kendrick thought it pos- 
sible to take the desired action if the 
chap. 32, sections 81-82 were accepted 
at the city election. 

Alderman Winslow said the board 
had three alternatives, to do nothing 
to accept the act of 1913 or to take 
steps to have Chap. 32 accepted at the 
city election. He favored the last, as 
the 1913 act was evidently far from 
satisfactory, and under chapter 32 
the board could establish its own reg- 
ulations for the pensions. He did not 
fear that any undue influence would 
be brought to bear on the board if 
I this method was followed.

A GREAT HONOR 


Second Slory Worker Causes Excitement 
at Chestnut Hill 

The family of Mr. William Blodget. 
residing on Old Orchard road, Chest- 
nut hill were given something of a 
fright early Monday evening, when a 
maid discovered a masked burglar in 
one of the rooms on the second floor 
while the family were at dinner. The 
maid said that as she entered a room 
which was dark, a masked man played 
a flashlight on her and told her to "get 
out and keep quiet." She screamed, 
and as she did so the man opened n 
window and leaped 20 feet to the 
ground. 

The only articles missing were a 
match and a handbag containing a sum 
of money, both the property of Mrs. 
Blodgett. An examination of the 
ground outside showed the lieelmarks 
of the man in the soft earth where he 
landed. He was described as being 
short and thickset, and is said to have 
worn a blnck derby. 

The family is at a loss to know bow 
he managed to get upstairs, as there 
is no window or balcony within reach 
from the ground floor, and he would 
be obliged to pass through the lower 
part of the house, where servants 
were continually passing to and fro.

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CIVIC CLUB 


Discusses Questions Which Will Be De- 
cided at State Election 


The Civic Club of Newton, an or- ! 
ganfzation composed of gentlemen 
who have held the office of mayor, al- 
dermen, common councilmen and 
school committee of this city, met I 
Tuesday evening at the Newton Club j 
house and discussed the five questions 
which will be voted upon at the com- ; 
ing state election. 

President C. M. Goddard was in the 
chair and the principal speakers were 
Senator George H. Ellis and Repre- 
sentatives Thomas Weston, Jr. and J. 
Weston Allen. 

Senator Ellis was opposed to the 
proposed constitutional convention 
saying that in his opinion the present 
constitution could be easily amended. 
44 amendments having been carried 
since 1821; that it would cost over 
a half million dollars, and, in his opin- 
ion, any constitution presented to the 
people would fail of adoption for al- 
most everyone would object to some 
one particular feature. Mr. Ellis was 
also opposed to the New Year holiday 
proposition, saying we had too many 
legal holidays at present. He favored 
the party enrollment measure as well 
as giving cities authority to establish 
schools of agriculture. Mr. Ellis said 
that Newton might not need this kind 
of education but some cities in the 
state would like it. He questioned 
just how far the city ought to go in 
vocational education saying that its 
graduates never really learn a trade, 
altho he did not doubt its value in 
other ways. Mr. Ellis said he voted 
for the preferential voting bill in the 
Senate and that it would be explained 
by others. 

Reperesentative Weston thought the 
New Year holiday a fool proposition 
to submit to the people and said that 
it was strongly favored by the hotel 
interests. The agricultural school he 
said was working well in Brockton 
and Newton might well teach its chil- 
dren some of its principles. He 
thought the party enrollment measure 
too clearly understood for further dis- 
cussion but said it ought to have been 
settled by the Legislature itself. He 
favored the preferential voting bill as 
sound in principal, preventing the 
election of minority candidates and 
abolishing party designations. Mr. 
Weston had opposed the constitutional 
convention at first but had become 
convinced that it would serve a val- 
uable purpose particularly in burying 
the initiative, referendum and the re- 
call and settling the vexatious matter 
of the sectarian amendment. The lat- 
ter, he said, was sound -in principle 
but had become such a religious ques- 
tion as to be a most difficult matter 
for the Legislature itself to settle. He 
also believed that such a convention 
would give us biennial elections and 
the short ballot.

Warm Welcome Given fhe Soldiers Who Have 
Been in Service on ihe Border 


Co. C Fifth Regiment of the Na- 
tional Guard returned last Saturday , 
morning after four months of service I 
on the Mexican border. The company 
returned with the rest of the Regiment 
and left El Paso, Texas on October 
14th, the trip being made in Pullman 
cars, and the men were far more com- 1 
fortable than when they made the out- 
ward trip. 

Mayor Childs had kept in touch with | 
the Company on its return and the 
military call was sounded Saturday 
morning on the fire alarm about ten j 
o’clock. The company paraded with j 
the regiment In Boston and arrived In 
Newton on a special train about noon. , 
There was a large crowd to meet them 
at the Newton station and a proces- 
sion was formed consisting of the Wal- 
tham band, five troops of the Boy* 
Scouts from Newton, Newton Centre, 
Auburndale and West Newton, mem- 
bers of the Soldiers Relief Committee, 
and members of the Grand Army. The 
procession marched by way of Centre, 
Hall and Washington streets to the 
State Armory at West Newton. At the 
armory there were brief remarks from 
Mayor Childs, Gen. James G. White, 
Congressman Carter and Commander 
Nash of the G. A. R. and a luncheon 
j was served to the men. 

The formal reception to the Com- 
pany will take place at the State Ar- 
mory next Tuesday evening when the 
city will tender a banquet to the com- 
pany and invited guests. General 
White will be toastmaster and the in- 
vited guests include Senator John W. 
Weeks, Congressman Carter, Senator 
Geo. H. Ellis. Judge John C. Kennedy 
and others. Tickets for the banquet 
are on sale thruout the city and can 
be obtained at the drug stores and 
from the committee in charge. Mayor 
Childs. General White, and Messrs. W. 
F. Garcelon. John Flood, Henry J. 
McCammon, Major Fred P. Barnes, 
Hon. Henry E. Bothfeld. and President 
Blanchard and Alderman Murphy of 
the city government. 

During their stay on Texas soil Com- 
pany C’s men did much patrol duty 
about “the island,” so called, and for 
several weeks were doing similar duty 
at Canutillo. N. M., where a colony of 
Mexican sympathizers threatened 
trouble for American citizens. After 
becoming acclimated to Texan condi- 
tions the general health of the com- 
pany was excellent throughout its stay 
in the south. The local company, 
which left Camp Whitney on the morn- 
ing of June 27 with 65 men and three 
officers, returned with much augment- 
ed ranks containing 116 men and three 
officers. Lieut. Eveson remained be- 
hind at Fort Bliss, to take examina- 
tions for a second lieutenancy in the 
U. S. Army. He has been detailed for 
several weeks to the 23rd U. S. In- 
fantry. Two promotions took place 
while the company was on the border, 
privates Bibbo and Curtis returning 
home with the rank of corporal. 

The guardsmen, while now at home, 
are still in the U. S. service and while 
as much leeway as possible is granted 
them in the matter of leave of absence , 
each man of the company must report I 
at the armory, at 8.30 A. M. daily and 
remain until dismissed for the day by 
the captain. Mastering out of the Fed- 
eral service of the local company is J 
not looked for much before the first j 
of next month.

There is no ques- 
tion but what the average voter would 
welcome any information relative to 
the candidates for city office which 
could properly be placed on the ballot 
and the framers of the bill now under 
discussion would have been glad to 
have included in its provisions some 
method, similar to that now in use at 
the State Primary, by which this in- 
formation might be given. In case the 
measure is approved at the state elec- 
tion, it will be possible to ask the next 
Legislature to allow an amendment 
which would carry out this plan.

The problem of suitable dumping 
places for the refuse of the city of the 
size of Newton is one that will tax the 
best thought of our city officials. It 
is seriously complicated by the limited 
authority given by statute, which vir- 
tually says a man may do a$ he will 
with his own land. Unsightliness can- 
not be restrained by the police court — 
the owner of the land can he required 
(after due notice) to abate any un- 
healthy nuisance, while neighbors suf- 
fer in the interim. 

The only real relief would require 
the expenditure of large sums of money 
for the erection of storing houses and 
Incinerators, with subsequent com- 
plaints from the districts where they 
might be located. 

The problem calls for the wisdom of 
a Solomon.

There will he few changes in the 
city government of next year and 
hardly any contest for office at the 
coming city election.

DR. TRUEBLOOD DEAD 

Dr. Benjamin F. Trueblood. for 
many years general secretary of the 
American Peace Society, and one of 
the world’s greatest advocates of 
peace and arbitration, died yesterday 
at his home in Newton Highlands, at 
the age of 68 years. 

Dr. Trueblood was horn in Salem, 
Ind., Nov. 25, 1847. After leaving col- 
lege Dr. Trueblood studied theology 
and served for some years in the min- 
istry of the Society of Friends. 

On July 17, 1S72, he married Miss 
Sarah H. Terrell of New Vienna, O 
Two years later he was called to the 
presidency of the Wilmington, 0„ Col- 
lege, and in 1879 became president of 
lege, Oskaloosa, la. Later he went to 
France. Returning to America early 
in 1892, he settled in Boston. 

When the American Peace Society 
transferred its headquarters to Wash 
ington, D. C., Dr. Trueblood al30 took 
up his residence in that city, aud ther 
remained until he was broken down in 
health by overwork, in 1915, when he 
resigned and returned to Newton.

In your issue of October 20th there 
appeared an article criticizing the 
sign on the embankment near Mt. Ida; 
by a party who did not care to divulge 
his name. 

As owner of this sign I wish to point 
out that there is nothing about its 
size or lettering that would justify the 
statement that it is a bill board or 
that its presence on this site will lead 
to the development of a bill board nui- 
sance or be an eyesore to the com- 
munity. 

The sign is not larger than many 
signs of real estate agents, so con- 
spicuously placed on some of the finest 
estates in Newton and on other slopes 
along the New York Central Tracks. 
The railroad officials do not contem- 
plate a bill board nuisance on this 
spot and * will not permit the placing 
of any more signs there. After care- 
ful consideration of the matter, they 
decided that this sign was not open 
to the objections stated. 

They were probably influenced in 
reaching this conclusion by the fact 
that what this sign suggested was in 
complete harmony with its surround- 
ings and that its phraseology would 
not distract attention from the view 
or suggest mere commercial things 
but on the contrary it hud a tendency 
to direct the thoughts of the many 
admirers of the spot to a scene of 
floral splendor of more exquisite 
charm and surpassing beauty than 
that ever witnessed on the steep bank 
rising from the New York Central 
Tracks to the slope to Mount Ida, and 
the writer would he glad to demon- 
strati- this toot at any time.

To the Editor: 

On account of the numerous ques- 
tions put to me regarding the illness 
of our son with infantile paralysis and 
on account of the worry by parent . of 
other children, I feel that the follow- 
ing statement will be of interest to 
many Newton Centre people and may 
in some measure relieve anxiety. Al- 
though we believe that a greater por 
tion of this anxiety is needless, we 
sympathize with those who are un- 
easy nnd realize that if the circum- 
stances were reversed, we might be 
worrying in the same way. 

It is quite true that Mark had in- 
fantile pnralysis last summer, but it 
is equally true that lie was cured sev- 
eral weeks ago so far as the acute 
phases of the disease are concerned. 
There remains the tedious task 
of restoring those nerves which 
ought to be controlling the muscles of 
his legs but are incapable of perform- 
ing that duty because they were dam- 
aged by the disease while it was at 
work. Fair progress is being made 
toward recovery and, of course, that 
could not be taking place if the disease 
i^ere still acute. 

Mark was afflicted In the latter part 
of July while at Plattsburg. The dis- 
ease reached its maximum early in 
August and was driven out while he 
was still at the hospital. He remained 
there a while longer, and it was only 
when the local doctors and local board 
of health and the specialists were 
agreed that there would be no danger 
to our younger children nor to any 
one else from contact with him that 
he was brought home. In the mean- 
time clothing and other things with 
which he had been in contact were 
either burned or thoroughly sterilized 
and the whole house was generally 
purged. During the entire time, the 
younger children have been most care- 
fully watched not only by their moth- 
er, hut by the physicians and trained 
nurses. 

In view of all these facts, we are 
convinced that whatever the truth re 
garding the means by which the dis- 
ease is taken, there has been for some 
weeks no danger from contact with 
Mark or any other member of the 
family. In fact, curiously enough, we 
feel that on account of the unusual 
precautions which have been taken at 
our home on account of having had 
the disease there, we are all in a more 
completely harmless condition than 
if we had not had it there at all 
and we feel that we run more risk in 
having our children go into contact 
with other children than the other 
children run on our account. As £3 
matter of fact, we have very little re- 
maining fear about mere personal con- 
tact, because we have learned of cases 
where completely isolated children 
have been taken down with the dis- 
ease, and, on the other hand, we learn 
that while more than one child in 
family may become infected at the 
same time, there are no cases of chil- 
dren coming down successively, that 
is, first one and then later another in 
the same family as if one had taken 
the disease from the other. Then 
again, we are told that until recently 
afflicted children were commonly 
placed in children’s wards of hospitals 
where other children were in • con 
stant propinquity, and yet there are 
no cases where those other children 
seem to have caught the disease under 
such circumstances. 

I do not mean to suggest an aban- 
donment of precaution, hut I do think 
that parents are entitled to whatever 
comfort may he afforded by a consid 
eration of such facts as have been 
stated above and that accentuated 
worry on account of our children in 
particular is needless. 

Mrs. Noble has kept the young chil- 
dren away from school not in the 
least because she feared that they 
would harm any other child nor be- 
cause she feared that they would re- 
ceive harm from any other child. She 
has done it simply out of a heart-felt 
regard for the feelings of other moth 
ers who, without understanding the 
facts, might have been caused anxiety 
upon learning that her children had 
been mingling with theirs.

At tho State Elec- 
tion last November the voters of the 
13th Congressional District expressed 
themselves by a vote of more than two 
to one against suffrage.

"President Wilson was In favor of a 
single Presidential term. Now he Is 
against it. 

“President Wilson was In favor of 
the Garrison Continental Army plan.

“President Wilson was opposed to 
increasing the Navy. Now he demands 
that the navy be made the largest in 
tho world. 

"President Wilson was opposed to 
young men spending time in military 
training. Now he demands that 
400,000 be trained. 

"President Wilson was opposed to a 
tariff commission. Now he demands a 
tariff commission. 

‘President Wilson favored interven- 
tion in Mexico, and did send the army 
to intervene. Now he declares that j 
while he is President ‘nobody shall in- ] 
terfere in Mexico.” 

"President Wilson demanded that all 
Mexican claimants get together In a 
conference to establish a de facto gov- 
ernment, anil threatened non-recogni- 
tion of any who refused. President 
Wilson then recognized as the Mexican 
ru'er the only claimant who did not, 
and would not, join the conference. 

‘President Wilson was in favor of 
freo Panama canal tolls. After his 
election he compelled the Democratic 
majority to repeal the free tolls law. 

‘President Wilson wanted to ‘knock 
Bryan into a cocked hat.’ and when 
elected made him his chief official ad- 
viser. 

President Wilson was outspoken 
against labor unions. Since his elec- 
tion he has suddenly courted labor 
union leaders. 

President Wilson was opposed to 
the initiative and referendum. Then 
he declared in favor of it. Since then 
he has forgotten It. 

"President Wilson was out and out 
in favor of free trade on theoretical 
grounds. Now lie says he doesn’t care 
anything about free trade theories. 

President Wilson is for woman suf- 
frage in New Jersey and against wo- 
man suffrage In Washington. 

"President Wilson was opposed to 
preparedness as late as last year. 
Now he is preaching preparedness fer- 
vently. 

We leave to President Wilson’s 
apologists tho task of reconciling so 
many contradictions. 

‘To us it seems that President Wil- 
son has no fixed principles or convic- 
tions upon any subject under the sun, 
and that be is consistent only in advo- 
cating anything that promises to pro- 
mote his re-election and his personal 
ambitions.”

Miss Sibyl Bingham, a recent grad 
uate of Radcliffe, has been added tc 
the faculty of the school. Miss Bing 
ham graduated from Hadclift'c with 
special honors and distinction in Sci- 
ence. 

Miss Dura Gilbert, a graduate of 
Mount Ida and also of the New Eng- 
land Conservatory of Music together 
with Mrs. Charles S. Hill havo been 
added to the musical department of 
the school, teaching voice. Doctor 
John H. Loud remains with tho school 
as head of the musical department, 
teaching piano, organ, and harmony. 

A great many additions and im- 
provements have been made to the 
equipment of the school In many 
ways. Mount Ida has now an equip- 
ment equal to any of our best schools 
for girls and young women In New 
Englund. 

SUFFRAGE 


One of the world’s greatest thinkers 
has passed in the death of Josiah 
Royce. Some of his associates in 
philosophy called him unreservedly the 
greatest thinker America has pro- 
duced. William James referred to 
him repeatedly as his master, despite 
his own considerable seniority in 
years, and noted scholars of other 
lands yere glad to sit at his feet. The 
outline of his life— his birth in Cali- 
fornia nearly sixty-one years ago. his 
education at the University of Cali- 
fornia. John Hopkins. Leipzig, and 
Gottingen, his long service as teacher 
of philosophy at Harvard, his lectures 
at home and abroad, and his numerous 
honors from institutions of learning — 
hardly needs rehearsal here. The ear- 
ly ripening of his genius and the tone 
of authority that marks even his first 
books are noteworthy. One of Edward 
Rowland Sill’s letters of nearly forty 
years ago makes favorable mention of 
young Royce. who for a while was as- 
sistant to Sill In the English depart- 
ment at the University of California. 
But Harvard, ever on the watch for 
promising talent in whatsoever quart- 
er, soon called him eastward, and from 
that time he rose rapidly to promin- 
ence in the world of philosophy, win- 
ning for himself a foremost place 
among the exponents of absolute ideal- 
ism, and of late years commanding a 
more general bearing by his advocacy 
of "loyalty.” of faithfulness to a high 
and pure ideal of conduct. "The Phil- 
osophy of Loyalty” (BNLO.RS) is 
among the best and the most widely 
read of his books. “War and Insur- 
ance” (JQ.RS1), written soon after the 
outbreak of hostilities in Europe, is 
his contribution toward the problem 
created by the immeasurable destruc- 
tiveness of modern warfare. Other 
noted works of his are "The Religious 
Aspect of Philosophy" (BM.RS1). 
"The Spirit of Modern Philosophy" 

( BD.RS1) , a really entrancing book to 
the reflective reader, "The World and 
the Individual" (BGA.RS1), "Studies* 
of Good and Evil,” (R.RSls) and the 
Bross lectures on "The Sources of Re- 
ligious Insight” t BR.RS1). He wrote, 
too. with admirable sympathy, of his 
one-time colleague, Professor William 
James, and gave in handy form an esti- 
mate and a review of Herbert Spencer. 
Curiously enough, this thinker whom 
few among general readers could hon- 
estly profess to understand and enjoy, i 
tried his hand at fiction and produced 
one novel. "The Feud of Oakiield i 
Creek.” (RS13 f ) published twenty- 
nine years ago. It is. as it could not 
have failed to be. logically constructed 
.and clearly written; and it is also In- 
terestlng. An early “History *>i' Cali- 
fornia,” (F941.RS1) in the "American 
Commonwealths’’ series, is another of 
his works outside the domain of phil- 
osophy. As u public speaker he never 
failed to be Impressive, and probably 
his most impressive platform utterance 
was his late eloquent protest, at Tre- 
mont Temple in Boston, against the 
spirit of inhumanity exemplified in the 
sinking of the "Lusitania." The Dial. 


An investigator sent to the suffrage 
States by the Outlook reports in the 
issue of July 19 an unprecedented in- 
terest on the part of woman voters in 
the political situation. “The corre- 
spondent failed to find a woman in 
any of the suffrage States who does 
not Intend to vote this fall,” he re- 
ports. Tho account is ull the more 
significant because it comes from a 
thoroughly impartial source. 

British Columbia’s vote for woman I 
sufi’rage in ull of the districts of (he 
province is another demonstration that 
the war bus not resulted in convinc- 
ing tho people thut woman's right to 
the full enjoyment of citizenship 
should be limited "because she can’t 
fight." — Springfield Republican.

When you take the receiver off of the switchhook of your 
telephone, a small electric lamp is lighted on the switch- 
board in front of the operator. To that signal she re- 
sponds with the familiar ‘‘Number, please?’* 

After your connection has been made with the other person, 
there are no lights on the switchboard until your receivers 
are placed on the switchhooks again, which signals mean, 
to the operator, that the conversation has ended. 

If you desire to get the operator’s attention, you may do so 
by moving the receiver hook down and up, but IT MUST 
BE DONE SLOWLY, or the little lamp will not glow on 
the switchboard and the operator will not get any signal. 
Your observance of this method of signaling will insure 
more prompt attention by the operator and will help to 
make the service better.

She spoke of the 
widely varying activities which arc 
now carried on in the now buildings 
at Watertown, of her own work with 
the chorus and glee club, and of the 
motto to which her blind pupils are 
so loyal. "Obstacles are things to he 
overcome." Miss Starbird sang n 
group of charming songs. “I know 
a lovely garden,’’ "I wonder if ever 
the rose," and "Mammy’s Song." Mrs 
MacNutt at the piano. 

Mrs. Eva Whiting White, Director 
of tlie Extended Use of the Boston 
Public Schools, then spoke in a vital 
and convincing manner of the move- 
ment which she considers to be one 
of the most iportant now before the 
country. Its aim is to broaden and 
strengthen American democracy. .Over 
160 cities and towns have adopted the 
"after school activities,” the city of 
Boston making an annual appropria- 
tion of $30,000, according to State law. 
It is more economical for a district to 
have one fine plant than several in- 
different ones. The benefits which the 
Community Center can bring to indi- 
viduals and to the community are 
fourfold, — Civic, Recreational, Contin- 
ued Education, and Cultural. Wher- 
ever started, the work has aroused 
the enthusiastic co-operation of both 
young and old. One should never 
graduate from the public schools. 

True to the Stnte Federation slogan 
“Know your own community," the 
Education committee of the Club is 
considering the possibilities of this 
work for Auhurndale. 

Tea was served at the close of the 
meeting. 


The Boston Women’s Civic Club met 
at the Brunswick Hotel on Wednes- 
day afternoon. The usual business 
session was followed by a lesson from 
the book adapted for the season’s 
study in charge of Mrs. Lasky, chair- 
man of the committee on Civics. She 
gave an illuminating account of the 
development of the territory formerly 
belonging to the government, of its 
opening to settlers and the increasing 
change from the early industries of 
the primitive home induced by better 
facilities for transportation and the 
substitution of steam power for hand 
labor. Much interest was evinced in 
the lesson by members and the ques- 
tions for discussion on Nov. 8 will be, 
“Can there be tyranny in Democracy” 
and "Is the Majority always Right?" 

Representative Dowling of Allston, 
a former member of the legislative 
committee on State Institutions, gave 
an account of the insane asylums and 
hospitals controlled by the State. His 
description of the visits to Waverley, 
Rutland, and to the school for crippled 
children at Canton was especially in- 
interesting. A pupil at the last named 
has learned to use her toes as skil- 
fully as ordinary children use their 
hands and a card written by liar 
showed penmanship, which would 
have been creditable to any pupil ten 
years of age. Various articles of 
handiwork from a number of the in- 
stitutions were exhibited including a 
cane made entirely of paper which was 
quite a test of patience on the part of 
the maker and as useful apparently 
as an ordinary walking stick. The 
speaker answered many questions in 
regard to the conduct and mainten- 
ance of these institutions which are 
mainly charitable, the inmates or their 
friends paying a very small propor 
tion of the cost. He estimated this to 
be more than one-third of every dol- 
lar collected in taxation by the State. 
Through the excessive use of alcoholic 
stimulants is a large contributor to 
the number of criminals supported by 
the community the speaker doubted 
if it were so large a factor as is often 
estimated. A spirited discussion en- 
sued on the subject of prohibition, a 
large proportion of the members be- 
ing evidently in favor of such action 
among whom was the president, Mrs. 
W. E. Birdsall, a well known resident 
of Newton, who is an ardent advocate 
of temperance and of the peace move- 
ment, and who has recently accepted a 
number of invitations to speak on 
these topics before women’s clubs.

Presidents’ Conferenee 


A sponker prominent in another line 
of work referred to a fact which never 
ceased to nmnze her in regard to the 
club; namely, that the Federation 
never has any difficulty in getting an 
audience. No matter the topic, no 
matter the weather nnd no mntter 
where the place of meeting is, there 
is always a crowd. Men and women 
alike who have come to deliver their 
message to the Federation have also 
commented upon it. 

This fact was again borne out at the 
Presidents’ Conference held at Dor- 
chester on Monday of last week. Many 
of the old familiar faces were there, 
but there were also many new ones, 
all eager for inspiration for the work 
of the season just now opening. This 
was the first public appearance of 
Mrs. Herbert J. Gurney, the new presi- 
dent, and her conduct of the meeting 
augurs well for the year. Mrs. George 
R. Clark, president of the hostess 
club, greeted the guests ,ln the name 
of her club and after a group of songs, 
a word of greeting was brought by 
Mrs. Katherine Wheat of Los Angeles. 

Turning to the business of the after- 
noon Mrs. Gurney stated that the pol- 
icy of this administration is to make 
the affairs of the Federation as public 
as possible, that all may know what 
the board is doing and why it is do- 
ing it. 

Miss Mary C. Wiggin of the Consum- 
ers’ League, one of the affiliated or 
ganizations, called attention to the 
work which the clubs can do to help 
her League and asked the opportunity 
to speak to the clubs. 

The financial position of the Fed- 
eration was presented by Mrs. J. E. P. 
Plimpton one of the directors. The 
Federation is confronted with back 
bills amounting to nearly $400. These 
have come in since -the annual meet- 
ing and were not anticipated when the 
Treasurer reported a balance of $2.71 
at the Annual Meeting. 

These conditions together with the 
fact that the Federation has voted to 
finance the new General Federation 
director to the amount of $1200 for 
the next Biennial period, have led to 
the proposition of increasing the dues 
from 5 cents to 7 cents per capita. 
Considerable discussion of the whole 
situation and a Resolution favoring 
making the increase 5 cents instead 
of 2 was passed by a majority of those 
present. This action will he reported 
at the State Meeting to be held at 
Franklin on Oct. 30, when the amend- 
ment will be acted upon. 

The Endowment Fund for the State 
Federation waB naturally the next 
topic and this was presented by Mrs. 
Royal Whiton, the chairman of the 
recently appointed committee. The 
Federation holds at the present time 
invested funds amounting to a little 
over $7,000, the income of which can 
only be touched, as will be the case 
of the En/lowment Fund. The com- 
mittee proposes that a big bazaar he 
held in November, 1917, when every 
club will have the opportunity to take 
part by having a table, and when club 
women from all over the State will 
have the chance to mingle and get ac- 
quainted by working together. The 
committee has set $12,000 as the 
amount to be realized in three days. 
The remaining five or six thousand 
dollars needed to bring the fund up to 
$25,000, Mrs. Whiton feels will not be 
difficult to obtain. 

Mrs. F. G. Bauer in explaining the 
new form of The Bulletin stated that 
the subscription price set at 50 cents 
has now been returned to the original 
price of 25 cents. 

Mrs. Claude U. Gilson, first vice- 
president, explained the new feature 
of districting the State and urged the 
clubs to make their director, the one 
assigned to their particular district, 
useful by consulting her in any way. 
She urged each club to appoint u State 
Federation secretary, a member who 
shall be the line of communication be- 
tween her club und the State organi- 
zation. 

Two lines of study are recommend- 
ed for this year, "Know your own Com- 
munity,” and "Pan-Americanism." The 
first was outlined by Miss Esther- Bar- 
rows, former chairman of Industrial 
and Social Conditions, who recom- 
mended that the clubs make a survey 
of their respective communities, hut 
to he of value, it must he taken sympa- 
thetically. The aim should be to make 
the good better and to remedy what 
is had. Know first and then see whut 
can he done. You will fiud,/4lhe said, 
plenty of which to be proud and 
plenty of which to be ashumed. 

Mrs. Gurney in touching upon the 
study of "Latin-America" referred the 
delegates to an outline issued by the 
General Federation, which can he se- 
cured from Mrs. True Worthy White 
of Arlington Heights, the chairmuu of 
Literature in the General Federation. 
The formation of clusHes in Spanish 
was also suggested by Mrs, Gurney, 
that if the proposed Pan-America Con- 
gress of Women is held in 1920, we 
can at leust bid our guests welcome 
in their native tongue. 

Following tlie formal program the 
guests had opportunity to take by the 
bund the president und vice-presidents 
of the Federation und to enjoy the lav- 
ish hospitality of the Dorchester Wo- 
man's Club in the dining room below.

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PROPOSED BALLOT 


If PREFERENTIAL VOTING is Adopted 


To Vote for a person mark a Cross X 
in the squares at the right of the name 


If the leading candidate does not have a majority of First Choice votes, 
the first and second choice votes for each candidate are added together, and 
if the leading candidate does not then have a majority of the votes, the 
first, second and other choice votes for each candidate are added together 
and the candidate having the largest vote is elected. 


The above form of ballot gives a 
clear idea of how the preferential vot- 
ing plan will appear to the average 
voter as he marks his ballot for. mayor 
or other city officers. The matter of 
counting the ballot does not bother 
the voter in the least. The voter can 
make a one-two-three choice of the 
various candidates, and it is safe to 
say that there will rarely be more than 
four candidates for mayor and about 
two for aldermen in this city, unless 
conditions change radically. The vot- 
er who merely has but one choice is 
not debarred from doing as he pleases 
by this form of ballot, while the voter 
who takes a more intelligent interest 


in the results of the election, can, by 
exercising his second and third choice 
votes, have a larger part in determin- 
ing the result of the election. Results 
in other cities indicate that the man or 
men who lead in the first choice votes, 
even if not elected by first choice 
votes, usualiy receive second and third 
choice votes enough to give him or 
them the election. 

The above form of ballot should 
prove to each voter how easy it is for 
him to mark a ballot under this new 
and simpler form of election. 

The preferential form of voting 
saves one election day and $1000 an- 
nual expense to the city.

“WE WANT FIRE PROTECTION 
IN WABAN” 


Editor “Newton Graphic,” 

Dear Sir: — 

Some tirfie early last Spring, at the 
time of the fire on the Gould Estate, a 
letter -was published in the “Newton 
Graphic” regarding the lack of fire 
protection in Waban and comment 
was made on the tardiness of the Fire 
Department at arriving at the scene 
of the fire, and the poor efforts made 
by the firemen to down the blaze. 

The citizens of Waban have been 
promised for some few years a Fire 
Station and I believe that last Spring 
money was appropriated and the land 
purchased for the site of the Station. 
Money was also appropriated for the 
plans of the fire station and things 
seemed to have been going along 
swimmingly, but still we have no Sta- 
tion or now see any indications of 
getting one. What is the trouble? The 
promises of the Mayor and City Gov- 
ernment are made in this case it 
seems, only to be broken. 

According to tax returns for the 
past few years Waban has grown as 
fast, if not faster, than any other sec- 
tion of Newton, and I believe we are 
sending down to City Hall each year, 
somewhere in the neighborhood of 
$80,000. and for this amount of money 
we certainly are entitled to some ade- 
quate return and what we need most 
of all is FIRE PROTECTION. Why 
don’t we get it? 

Waban citizens have been told that 
the motorization of the fire depart- 
ment would fully and quickly protect 
their interests in case of fire, but if 
you could have seen our nearest piece 
of aparatus, i.e., the Newton Lower 
Falls combination wagon going thru 
the village early the other morning at 
the astonishing rate of about seven 
miles an hour, with two cylinders 
missing and sounding like a gatling 
gun, about twelve minutes after the 
alarm had sounded for a fire in New 
ton Highlands, you would realize that 
we feel the need of better protection 
and that we also consider that it is 
about time the City Fathers got busy 
and did a little work towards giving 
us some adequate protection. 

I hope. Mr. Editor, that you will see 
fit to publish this letter and if you 
can do our community the favor of 
calling attention to the matter in one 
of your editorials, I know that many 
of your ubscribers and supporters in 
political matters will be very grateful.
